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' SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20:4 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 17:9, 15:4, 
and 20°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the jast four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from. all causes, 24°1 in Salford, 24:6 in Manchester, 
24-7 in Stockport, 25°6 in Brighton, 26°1 in Gateshead, 26°7 in Liverpool, 
28°5 in Bury, 34:6 in Wallasey, 40:1 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 41°7 in Preston ; 
from measles, 2°0 in Blackburn, 2°3 in West Hartlepool, 2°7 in Bury and in 
Rotherham, 2°8 in Willesden, and 5°9 in Preston; from diphtheria, 1:3 in 
Kast Ham, 1:4 in Plymouth, and 1°38 in Bury; from whooping-cough, 1:2 
in Liverpool, 1:3 in Aston Manor, 1:4 in Leyton and in Devonport, 1°5 in 
Warrington and in West Hartlepool, 1:7 in Rhondda, 1°8 in Rochdale, and 
3°) in Gateshead ; and from diarrhea, 2°2 in Merthyr Tydfil. One death 
from small-pox was registered in each of the following towns :— Warrington, 
‘Halifax, York, Sunderland, and Gateshead, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2862 BIRTHS and 1731 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 74, and the deaths 216, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16's, 
13:6, and 21:1 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 19-4. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
177 per 1000, being 3:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

The 1731 deaths included 58 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 14 from 
diphtheria, 28 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, and 16 from 
_ diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 131 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 60 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 41, 40, and 59 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 58 last week, and were 3 above the corrected 
average ; 13 cases belonged to the Borough of Wandsworth, 6 to Hammer- 
smith, 6 to Stepney, 5 to Paddington, 4 to Chelsea, 4 to Lambeth, and 4 to 
Battersea. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5,7, and 9 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 10 last week, the corrected average 
being 18. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 15, 9, and 27 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 14, and were 33 below 
the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to St. Pancras and 3 to Stepney. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 22, 21, and 35 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 28, and were 15 below the 
corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Lambeth. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 8, 9, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 5, and were 9 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 22, 15, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 16, but were 4 above the corrected average. Of the 16 
deaths from diarrhoea, 12 were those of children under 5 years of age; the 
term gastio-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 4 more deaths at this 
age. ‘The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 17, having been 
16, 7, and 18 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 73 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide and 3 of 
homicide, while the remaining 63 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to conflagrations, 
16 others to burns and scalds, and 20 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 26 cases of small-pox, 1659 of scarlet 
fever, 732 of diphtheria, and 235 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 6 cases, against 6, 7, and 4; of scarlet fever, 201 cases, against 
188, 142, and 194; of diphtheria, 86 cases, against 115, 106, and 98; and of 
enteric fever, 18 cases, against 25, 28, and 20. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended January 2nd, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4213 births and 2385 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 97 and 294 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In that, 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 8 deaths from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 
1 from “ fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°73 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 39°°8, the latter being 1°°6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 27 
per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 2°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°29 inch.

of December.

Companies’ supplies were examined, making a total of 100 samples for the month.

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus :—The Chelsea Company’ s water, collected on the 14th December, 
at the cab-rank in V-.ctoria Street, near Christ Church, had a temperature of 6:0° C.; 
100,000 lbs. of it contained 34°06 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances 
constituting a portion of this matter contained ‘242 lb. of carbon and 028 lb. of nitrogen. 
The above “quantity of water also contained ‘283 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, 
and the total amount of combined nitrogen was ‘311 lb. The above weight of water also 
contained 1°6 lbs. of chlorine and 23-9 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 


The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

Samples of all the Companies’ waters collected on the 14th December were fully examined. 
With regard to these, taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of 
the Kent Company’s water during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the 
proportional amount contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the 
Metropolitan Water Companies was:—Kent 0°8. Hast London 4*1, New River 4°2, Chelsea 4°6, 
West Middlesex 5°5, Lambeth 6:2, Grand Junction 6:5, and Southwark 6°6. 


Of the supplies derived from the Thames, and collected on the 14th December, those of 

_ the Chelsea and West Middlesex Companies were of much better quality than in the previous 

month, the proportion of organic matter present being about one half as much as was then 

found. On the other hand, the water furnished by the Southwark, Grand Junction, and 

Lambeth Companies was of less satisfactory quality, owing to the amount of organic impurity 
in it being higher than it should be. All these samples were clear and bright. 


The New River Company’s water, obtained chiefly from the River Lea, contrined a proportion 
of organic matter very similar to that found in November; it was clear and of good quality. 
The Hast London Company’s Lea-derived water was also clear and of good quality. 


The Kent Company’s deep-well water was, as usual, of high organic purity and excellent 
quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent Company’s water was colourless, and that 
of the New River and East London Companies very pale yellow; the supplies of the Chelsea 
and West Middlesex Companies were pale yellow, and the Southwark, Grand Junction, and 
Lambeth Company’s waters were yellow in colour. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 100 samples collected during December 
at various places in the districts supplied by the several Companies have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed ” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has, also, been recorded. The following results were obtained -—

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The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash, as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two tem- 
peratures ; with each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two sets 
of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature. 


___ A comparison of the above results with those obtained in November shows that all the 
Thames-derived supplies in the past month contained much smaller mean amounts of organic 
matter, and consequently the colours and qualities of the supplies were much better. The 
Chelsea Company’s water gave the lowest mean proportion and those of the other Companies 
were only a little higher, and in no case were such high maximum amounts of organic 
impurity found as in November. Although all these waters exhibit improvement in quality, 

_the amount of organic matter was still high for the time of year, and on several days the 
Southwark, Grand Junction, and Lambeth Companies delivered water of inferior quality, a 
os of affairs which could be avoided by the better provision and utilization of stored 
water, 
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The supplies of the New River and East. London Companies, obtained chiefly from the River — 
Lea, were better than those furnished by the Companies dealing with Thames water 
exclusively. Both supplies contained only moderate amounts of organic matter, and the 
favourable effect of the very considerable additions which the East London Company have 
made to their storage has been shown by the constant quality of the water during the past 
month, the maximum amount found being actually less than that noted in the case of the 
New River Company’s supply, although the latter contains a considerable proportion of 
deep-well water. 


In certain samples of the Hast London Company’s water, drawn in a district supplied with 
water from the Thames at Sunbury and gravel wells at Hanworth, much higher proportions of 
nitric nitrogen than usual have been recently fund; the highest amount noted was 1°04 part 
per 100,000, in a sample collected in High Street, Shoreditch, on the 21st December, and from 
this and other data it was evident that on that occasion the water was practically all 
Hanworth gravel water and not, as is usually the case, a mixture containing a relatively small 
fraction from that source. 


All the samples of the Kent Company’s deep-well water were of their usual high organic 
purity and excellent quality. 


All the samples of the Chelsea, West Middlesex, Lambeth, and Kent Companies’ supplies 
were clear, but in the cases of the other Companies, on a few occasions, minute amounts of 
rust-stained suspended matters were observed.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19:0 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 

‘of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15-4, 20:6, 
and 20°3. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. ; 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from all causes, 23°1 in Liverpool, 23°3 in Burnley, 
24-7 in Gateshead, 25°6 in Rochdale, 27:5 in Tynemouth, 28:7 in Warrington, 
29-0 in Preston, 30°1 in West Hartlepool, 33:0 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 38-2 in 
Wigan ; from measles, 1:3 in Hast Ham, 1°4 in Salford and in Sunderland, 
18 in West Ham and in Rotherham, 2°8 in Willesden, 3°l in Warrington, 
and 5-4 in Preston; from whooping-cowgh, 1:3 in Portsmouth, 1-4 in 
Birkenhead, 1°5 in West Hartlepool and in Newport (Mon.), 17 in Hands- 
worth, 2°5 in Wigan, and 2°6 in Gateshead ; and from diarrhea, 1-4 in 
Walthamstow. One death from small-pox was registered in Nottingham and 

‘lin Sunderland, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2589 BIRTHS and 1677 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 168, and the deaths 249, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 13:6, 
21-1, and 19:4 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 18°. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18:2 per 1000, being 3:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

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The 1677 deaths included 49 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 37 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 1 from ill-defined 
pyrexia, and 19 from diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox or 
from typhus ; thus, 135 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 53 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles; which had been 40, 59, and 58 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell last week to 49, and were 5 below the 
corrected average; 8 cases belonged to the Borough of Kensington, 6 to 
Hammersmith, 4 to Fulham, 4 to St. Marylebone, and 4 to Lambeth. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 9, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 10 last week, the corrected average 
being 14. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 27, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 11, and were 29 
below the corrected average ; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 35, and 28 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 37, but were 11 below the corrected 
~ average ; 5 cases belonged to Poplar and 5 to Bermondsey. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 9, 10, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 8, but were 6 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhewa, which had been 15, 27, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 19, and were 6 above the corrected average. 
Of the 19 deaths from diarrhcea, 16 were those of children under 5 years 
of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 5 more 
deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 21, 
having been 7, 18, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide and 3 of 
homicide, while the remaining 53 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to burns and 
scalds, and 18 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 26 cases of small-pox, 1660 of scarlet 
fever, 749 of diphtheria, and 191 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 4 cases, against 7, 4, and 6; of scarlet fever, 195 cases, against 
142, 194, and 201; of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 106, 98, and 86; and of 
enteric fever, 16 cases, against 28, 20, and 18. Table 10, compiled and 


furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified | 


in the County during the week ended January 9th, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3928 births and 2322 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 135 and 311 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 5 deaths from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 
and 1 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°44 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 42°'1, the latter being 4°°0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air 
being 62 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of 
pepisiered bright sunshine in the week was 9:2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 
0°69 inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:1 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 20°6, 20:3, 
and 19:0. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were:—from all causes, 22°3 in Swansea, 22°5 in West 
Bromwich, 22°6 in West Ham, 22°8 in Liverpool, 23:2 in Wigan, 23°6 in 
Tynemouth, 24:0 in Stockton on Tees, 25°0 in Great Yarmouth, 29°5 in 
Preston, and 39:4 in Merthyr Tydfil; from measles, 1°6 in West Ham, 
18 in Rotherham, 3°1 in Warrington, and 7:3 in Preston ; from diphtheria, 
18 in St. Helens ; from whooping-cough, 2°2 in Swansea, 2°6 in Gateshead, 
30 in West Hartlepool, 3:1 in Burnley, and 43 in Merthyr Tydfil ; and 
from diarrhea, 2°3 in West Bromwich. One death from small-pox was 
registered in Gateshead, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2515 BIRTHS and 1549 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 219, and the deaths 300, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21°1, 
194, and 18:8 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 17-4. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
19°2 per 1000, being 2°4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





- The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
xxclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 

ddlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 

the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
wee The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

t The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Vensus, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1549 deaths included 46 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, and 25 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 125 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 70 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 59, 58, and 49 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 46, and were 9 below the 
corrected average; 6 cases belonged to the Borough of Hammersmith, 5 
to Kensington, 5 to Lambeth, and 4 to St. Marylebone. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 9, 10, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 10 last week, the corrected average being 14. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 27, 14, and 11 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 10, and were 30 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 35, 28, and 37 in” 
the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 29, and were 24 below the’ 
corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Poplar and 4 to Southwark. The 
fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 5, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 5, and were 8 below the corrected 
average ; 2 cases belonged to Battersea. The deaths from diarrhea, which | 
had been 27, 16, and 19 inthe preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 25, and were 11 above the corrected average. Of the 25 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 18 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro- 
enteritis was used to denote the cause of 5 more deaths at this age. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 17, having been 18, 17, and | 
21 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which > 
inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 3 were cases of suicide and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to accident or negligence, | 
Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to a conflagra- 
tion, 10 others to burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic 
administered for surgical purposes, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 24 cases of small-pox, 1677 of scarlet 
fever, 758 of diphtheria, and 184 of enteric fever under treatment in these — 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 3 cases, against 4, 6, and 4; of scarlet fever, 178 cases, against — 
194, 201, and 195; of diphtheria, 99 cases, against 98, 86, and 94; and of” 
enteric fever, 16 cases, against 20, 18, and 16. Table 10, compiled and — 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified — 
in the County during the week ended January 16th, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3760 births and 2143 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 229 and 382 below the — 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 4 deaths from — 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, 
1 from ‘“ fever,” and 6 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°30 inches, and that of © 
the Thermometer 35°°7, the latter being 2°°7 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
46 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered — 
bright sunshine in the week was 43 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°18 inch. —

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19:4 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 20:3, 19:0, 
and 18:1. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the ljast four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from all causes, 23°2 in Warrington, 24°0 in Walsall, 
25°0 in Swansea, 25°4 in Manchester, 25°8 in Preston, 27°0 in Great Yarmouth, 
82:1 in Bury, and 38:0 in Merthyr Tydfil; from measles, 15 in Cardiff, 
16 in Blackburn, 1°8 in Bury, 3°l in Warrington, and 5:4 in Preston ; from 
diphtheria, 1°3 in East Ham and in Aston Manor, and 1°8 in St. Helens ; 
from whooping-cough, 1°77 in Wallasey, in Bootle, and in Rhondda, 1°8 in 
Bolton, in Bury, and in Gateshead, 2°0 in Great Yarmouth, 2°1 in Coventry, 
22 in Merthyr Tydfil, 3°0 in West Hartlepool, and 3°8 in Swansea; from 
“ fever,” 1°3 in Rhondda and 1°4 in Devonport; and from diarrhea, 1:4 in 
Preston. One death from small-pox was registered in Manchester and 1 in 
Gateshead, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2434 BIRTHS and 1734 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 290 below, and the deaths 51 
above the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 19-4, 
188, and 17:4 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 19°5. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18°8 per 1000, being 2:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
bee County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals - 
Within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County af 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

Tt The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1734 deaths included 38 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 25 from 
diphtheria, 43 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 17 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 135 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 39 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 58, 49, and 46 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 38, and were 5 below the 
corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to the Borough of Hammersmith and 
4 to St. Marylebone. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
10, 10, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, the corrected 
average being 12. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 14, 11, 
and 10 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 25, but were 
11 below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to Stepney and 3 to Wands- 
worth. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 37, and 29 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 43, but were 11 below the 
corrected average ; 8 cases belonged to Southwark. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 5, 8, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, further fell 
last week to 3, and were 9 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 16, 19, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 17, but were 4 above the corrected average. Of the 17 
deaths from diarrhoea, 13 were those of children under 5 years of age; the 
term gastro-enieritis was used to denote the cause of 4 more deaths at this 
age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 12, having been 
17, 21, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 3 were cases of suicide and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 52 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns and 
scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, 
and 16 (including 15 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 21 cases of small-pox, 1651 of scarlet 
fever, 760 of diphtheria, and 166 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 4 cases, against 6, 4, and 3; of scarlet fever, 168 cases, against 
201, 195, and 180; of diphtheria, 112 cases, against 86, 94, and 99; and of 
enteric fever, 12 cases, against 18, 16, and 16. ‘Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended January 23rd, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3599 births and 2329 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 389 below and 28 above the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 3 deaths from 
measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 
and 1 from diarrhcea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°74 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 40°'9, the latter being 1°7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was south-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air bein 
14 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registere 
bright sunshine in the week was 877 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°92 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17:2 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 19:0, 18:1, 
and 19°4. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were:—from all causes, 20'1 in Rochdale, 20°4 in Hanley, 
20°6 in Newcastle on Tyne, 21:0 in Grimsby, 21:2 in Swansea, 21°38 in Wolver- 
hampton and in Burnley, 22:2 in Rhondda, 22°6 in Newport (Mon.), 22°9 in 
Merthyr Tydfil, 23:1 in Liverpool, 24:1 in Bury, and 26°6 in Wigan; from 
measles, 1:2 in Willesden, 1°5 in Cardiff, and 2°7 in Preston and in Rother- 
ham ; from scarlet fever, 1:1 in Oldham, 1:4 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 1°5 in 
Warrington ; and from whooping-cough, 2:1 in Bolton, 2°3 in Warrington, 2°4 
in Rochdale, 2°5 in Bootle, 3°0 in West Hartlepool, 3°8 in Swansea, and 4°0 in 
Gateshead. One death from small-pox was registered in Newcastle on Tyne, 
but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.” 


In LONDON 2748 BIRTHS and 1554 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 76 above, and the deaths 149 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°8, 
17:4, and 19:5 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 17-4, 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18:3 per 1000, being 1°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and

The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period,

The 1554 deaths included 31 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 45 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 20 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 116 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 57 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 49, 46, and 38 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 31, and were 2 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
10, 10, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 3, and were 10 
below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
11,10, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 18, 
and were 29 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to the Borough of 
Fulham. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 37, 29, and 43 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 45, but were 9 below the 
corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Poplar, 5 to Southwark, 4 to 
Bermondsey, 4 to Camberwell, and 4 to Battersea. The fatal cases of enterié 
fever, which had been 8, 5, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 
4 last week, the corrected average being 12. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 19, 25, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last’ week to 20, and were 5 above the corrected average. Of the 20. 
deaths from diarrhoea, 12 were those of children under 5 years of age; the 
term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 4 more deaths at this 
age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 14, having been 
21, 17, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. | | 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 59 deaths, 14 were cases of suicide and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns and 
~ gealds, and 10 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in-bed. 





CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 25 cases of smaill-pox, 1697 of scarlet 
fever, 782 of diphtheria, and 161 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 8 cases, against 4, 3, and 4; of scarlet fever, 169 cases, against 
195, 180, and 168; of diphtheria, 110 cases, against 94, 99, and 112; and of 
enteric fever, 20 cases, against 16, 16, and 12. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week enided January 30th, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4147 births and 2082 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 252 above and 230 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 2 deaths from 
measles, 1 from diphtheria, and 8 from whooping-cough were registered, 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°18 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 40°°6, the latter being 0°°9 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was Southerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
15 per cent. below the week’s average in tile 16 years 1860-75. The duration of rogistea 
aga ashine in the week was 15°0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°15 inches.

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus :-—The Chelsea Company’ s water, collected on the 11th January 
at the cab-rank in Victoria Street, near Christ Church, had a temperature of 4:9° C, ; 
100,000 lbs. of it contained 34°80 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances 
constituting a portion of this matter contained ‘214 lb. of carbon and "019 lb. of nitrogen. 
The above quantity of water also contained ‘341 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, 
and the total amount of combined nitrogen was ‘360 lb, ‘The above weight of water also 
contained 1°6 Ibs. of chlorine and 24°5 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity 
of other hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 


The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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The samples collected on the 11th January were fully examined. With regard to these, 
taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount — 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies 
was:—Kent 11, New River 1°8, Southwark 3:0, East London 3:2, Grand Junction 3°, 
Chelsea 3°9, West Middlesex 4°0, Lambeth 4:2. 


The supplies of the five Companies drawing water from the Thames were much better than 

they were in December ; of the samples taken on the 11th January the Southwark Company’s 

' water contained the smallest amount of organic impurity, but in the other supplies the actual 

proportions present were quite moderate for a winter month, These waters were clear and of 
good quality. 


The New River Company’s water, obtained chiefly from the River Lea, contained less 
organic matter than in December, and was clear and of good quality. ‘The East London 
Company’s Lea-derived water. taken on the 11th January, contained more organic impurity 
than the New River Company’s supply, but less than was found in any of the Thames water ; 
it was clear and of good quality. 


The Kent Company’s deep-well water was, as usual, of high organic purity and excellent 
quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent Company’s water was colourless, and that 
of the New River Company nearly colourless ; the waters of the remaining Companies were 
very pale yellow in colour. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 104 samples collected during January 
at various places in the districts supplied by the several Companies have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed ” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded. The following results were obtained :--

The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash, ua 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two tem- — 
peratures ; with each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two se 
of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature. 


With regard to the Thames-derived supplies the data tabulated above show that th 
smallest maximum and mean proportions of organic impurity were found in the Chelsea 
Company’s water ; the mean amounts in the other Thames ‘waters were only slightly larger 
and all the supplies showed a marked improvement in organic quality over those furnished i 
the two preceding months. With the exception of three occasions (January 18th, 20th, an 
22nd), when the organic matter in the Southwark Company’s water was somewhat high, th 
whole of the filtered Thames water samples examined were of good quality for a winte 
month, 
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The New River Company’s Lea and well water was of good quality throughout the month, 
and it may be noted that the mean amount of organic matter in this Company’s water was 
lower than it had been for five months past. 


The East London Company’s water, although it yielded the highest maximum, contained on 
the average less organic impurity that the Thames Companies’ supplies. All the samples 
examined were of good quality except one, which was collected on the 18th January in a 
district supplied with filtered Thames water from the Sunbury works of the Company. 


The Kent Company’s water, obtained exclusively from deep wells, maintained its usual 
excellent quality throughout the month. 


All the samples taken from the mains of the Chelsea, West Middlesex, East London and 
Kent Companies were clear, but in the cases of the four other Companies, on 3:veral occasions, 
minute amounts of suspended matter, probably derived from the mains, were observed.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SHVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:4 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 18:1, 19-4, 
and 17:2. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the jast four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from all causes, 23:0 in Manchester and in Stockton 
on Tees, 23:1 in Preston, 23:2 in Rotherham, 23:6 in Birkenhead, 26:2 in 
Bootle, 26°5 in Gateshead, 27:7 in Rhondda, 27:9 in Warrington, 28°5 in Bury, 
28°8 in Swansea, and 29:2 in Newport (Mon.); from measles, 1:2 in Blackburn, 
1-4 in Sunderland, 1°6 in Willesden, and 3:9 in Warrington ; from scarlet 
fever, 3-1 in Warrington ; from whooping-cowgh, 2:2 in Newport (Mon.), 
23 in West Hartlepool, 3:0 in Stockton on Tees, 3°1 in Gateshead, 3-4 in 
Bootle, and 6:2 in Bury; and from “fever,” 1:4 in Preston. Four deaths 
irom small-pox were registered in Gateshead, and 1 each in Nottingham, 
Hull, and South Shields, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2637 BIRTHS and 1574 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 224, and the deaths 242 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
Phe annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17-4, 
195, and 17:4 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 17-7. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18:0 per 1000, being 1:8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
oeriods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





= The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
*xclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
elong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 
The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Jensus, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1574 deaths included 37 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 52 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 13 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia ; thus, 126 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 60 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 46, 38, and 31 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 37, but were 5 below the 
corrected average; 5 cases belonged to the Borough of Paddington and 
5 to Battersea. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had_ been 
10, 9, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 4: last week, the 
corrected average being 14. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
10, 25, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, were 12 last week, the corrected 
average being 43; 3 cases belonged to Hackney. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 29, 43, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose last week to 52, but were 2 below the corrected average ; 7 cases 
belonged to Islington, 7 to Southwark, 6 to Greenwich, and 95 to 
Lewisham. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 5, 3, and + 
in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 8, but were 3 below the 
corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Battersea. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 25, 17, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 13, and were 2 below the corrected average. Of the 13 
deaths from diarrhca, 10 were those of children under 5 years of age ; the 
term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 2 more deaths at this 
age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 12, having been 
17, 12, and 14 in the preceding three weeks. Two deaths were referred to 
ptomaine poisoning, 1 to lead poisoning, and 1 to glanders. 

Different forms of violence caused 78 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 78 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 68 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to burns and 
scalds, 6 to drowning, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for 
surgical purposes, and 16 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in 
bed. 

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 24 cases of small-pox, 1,644 of scarlet 
fever, 767 of diphtheria, and 139 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 3 cases, against 3, 4, and 8; of scarlet fever, 162 cases, against 
180, 168, and 169; of diphtheria, 99 cases, against 99, 112, and 110; and of 
enteric fever, 12 cases, against 16, 12, and 20. ‘Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended February 6th, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3864 births and 2200 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 311 and 251 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years, In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 1 death from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 
and 3 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°06 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 42°°1, the latter being 3°°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air 
52 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registere 
bright sunshine in the week was 14:2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1:27 inch,

Meteorological Observations.

The deaths registered last week in SHEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18°5 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 19-4, 17-2, 
and 18-4. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &¢c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were :—from all causes, 23°1 in Bolton, 23°3 in West Hartle- 
pool, 23°5 in Sunderland, 23°9 in Nottingham and. in Liverpool, 24:1 in 
Salford, 24-3 in Oldham, 24°9 in Preston, 25°6 in Plymouth and in Warrington, 
25°8 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 27°9 in Bootle; from measles, 1°3 in Rhondda, 
23 in Warrington, 2°7 in Preston, 3°2 in Stockport, and 4°1 in Norwich ; from 
scarlet fever, 2:2 in Merthyr Tydfil; from diphtheria, 1:1 in Salford, 1°6 in 
Willesden, and 2°4 in Hanley; from whooping-cough, 1:7 in Leeds, 1°83 in 
Birkenhead, in St. Helens, in Bury, in Rochdale, and in Rotherham, 
2:0 in Liverpool, 2:1 in Portsmouth, 2°2 in Gateshead, 2°5 in Wigan, and 4:3 
in Wallasey ; from “fever,” 1:4 in Preston; and from diarrhea, 1:3 in 
Rhondda. Two deaths from small-pox were registered in Hull, and 1 each 
in London, Derby, Wigan, Manchester, and Gateshead, but none in any other 
of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2737 BIRTHS and 1589 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 13 above, and the deaths 317 
below the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 19:5, 
17-4, and 17:7 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 
178. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
181 per 1000, being 1:9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
Londo. are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
long. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected.

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The 1589 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 42 from measles, 9 from scarlet 
fever, 17 from diphtheria, 55 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
and 16 from diarrhcea, but not one death from typhus or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 142 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 38 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a male, aged 62 years, who had been 
removed from the Borough of Southwark to the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospital at Joyce Green, Dartford. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 38, 31, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 42, but were 7 below the corrected average ; 7 cases belonged to 
Hammersmith, 6 to Lambeth, 4 to Paddington, and 4 to Kensington. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 3, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 9, but were 4 below the corrected 
average ; 3 cases belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 25, 13, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week 
to 17, but were 20 below the corrected average ; 3 cases belonged to Deptford. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had. been 43, 45, and 52 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further rose last week to 55, and were 3 above the 
corrected average ; 5 cases belonged to Stepney, 5 to Deptford, 4 to Greenwich, 
4 to Lewisham, 4 to Woolwich, 4 to Battersea, and 4 to Poplar. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 3, 4, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 2, and were 9 below the corrected average 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 17, 20, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 16, and were 4 above the corrected 
average. Ofthe 16 deaths from diarrhoea, 9 were those of children undei 
5 years of age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 25 
having been 12, 14, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. The death of < 
female, aged 76 years, was certified after inquest as due to ptomain 
poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all but 1 of whicl 
inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide and 1 oi 
homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed to accident or negligence 
Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns ant 
scalds, 3 to drowning, and 11 (including 10 of infants under one year of age 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from th 
London Fever Hospital there were 29 cases of small-pox, 1620 of scarle 
fever, 768 of diphtheria, and 129 of enteric fever under treatment in thes 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, a 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—O 
small-pox, 9 cases, against 4, 8, and 3; of scarlet fever, 143 cases, agains 
168, 169, and 162; of diphtheria, 113 cases, against 112, 110, and 99 ; and o 
enteric fever, 8 cases, against 12, 20, and 12. Table 10, compiled an 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County 0 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notifier 
in the County during the week ended February 13th, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4097 births and 2135 deaths were registered. Allowin; 
for increase of population, these numbers are 105 above and 459 below th 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In tha 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 11 deaths fron 
measles, 3 from diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, and 1 from “fever 
were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°30 inches, and that « 
the Thermometer 38°'8, the latter being 08 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-9( 
The general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air bein 
32 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registere 
bright sunshine in the week was 10°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°45 inch.

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. SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17°5 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 17:2, 15:4, 
and 18°5. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were:—from all causes, 23°2 in Wigan, 23:7 in Stockport, 
94:0 in Great Yarmouth, 24:2 in Halifax, 24-4 in Norwich, 25:1 in Merthyr 
Tydfil, 27:1 in St. Helens and in Warrington, and 30°6 in Plymouth ; from 
measles, 1:2 in Cardiff, 1-3 in Aston Manor and in Rhondda, 1°5 in Warrington, 
9-0 in Great Yarmouth, 2:2 in Stockport, 3°6 in Bury, and 4'1 in Norwich ; 
from diphtheria, 1°5 in Oldham, 1°7 in Bootle, and 2:4 in Hanley ; and from 
whooping-cough, 1°6 in Wolverhampton, 18 in Rochdale and in Gateshead, 
9-1 in Bolton and in Burnley, 2:3 in West Hartlepool, 2°5 in Wigan, and 
9-7 in Swansea. One death from small-pox was registered in London and 1 
in Gateshead, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns, 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2456 BIRTHS and 1467 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 308, and the deaths 543 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17-4, 
17:7, and 17:8 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
165. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17-4 per 1000, being 3°5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, bit 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County cf 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong.

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The 1467 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 32 from measles, 5 from scarlet 
fever, 18 from diphtheria, 41 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 
and 28 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 130 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 61 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a male, aged 2 years, who had been 
removed from the Borough of Islington to the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospital at Joyce Green, Dartford. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 31, 37, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 32, 
and were 26 below the corrected average; 9 cases belonged to Camberwell. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 4, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 5, and were 4 below the corrected 
average; 2 cases belonged to Wandsworth. The deaths from diphtherig, 
which had been 13, 12, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 18, but were 21 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 49, 52, and 55 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 41, and were 14 below the corrected average ; 
7 cases belonged to Camberwell, and 4 each to Stepney, Southwark, Bermond- 
sey, and Woolwich. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
4, 8, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 5, but 
were 6 below the corrected average; 2 cases belonged to Southwark. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 20, 13, and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 28, and were 16 above the corrected 
average. Of the 28 deaths from diarrhea, 20 were those of children under 
5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 3 
more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 11, having been 14, 12, and 25 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 51 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
One of these latter was referred to a vehicle in the streets, 6 to burns and 
scalds, 4 to drowning, and 13 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 


in bed. 
CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 31 cases of small-pox, 1587 of scarlet 
fever, 787 of diphtheria, and 125 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 5 cases, against 8, 3, and 9; of scarlet fever, 150 cases, against 
169, 162, and 143; of diphtheria, 114 cases, against 110, 99, and 113 ; and of 
enteric fever, 18 cases, against 20, 12, and 8. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended February 20th, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3693 births and 2029 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 341 and 668 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 5 deaths from 
measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough. 
3 from “fever,” and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°93 inches, and that 0: 
the Thermometer 383, the latter being 1°5 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90 
The general direction of the wind was North Easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
8 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registerec 
bright sunshine in the week was 6°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°03 inch,

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
Ingland and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18°6 per 1000 of their 
geregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
f this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 18°4, 18:5, 
nd 17:5. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
ates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
articulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
ertain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last 
week’s mortality, were:—from all causes, 22°0 in Stockport, in Bootle, and 
n Leeds, 22-2 in Rhondda, 22:3 in Liverpool, 23:0 in Great Yarmouth, 23°8 in 
Sunderland, 24:1 in Rotherham, 24°5 in Walsall, 25-7 in Wigan, 20°) in St. 
Jelens, and 29°8 in Norwich ; from measies, 1:2 in St. Helens and in Leeds, 
6 in Birmingham, 1°8 in Bury and in Rotherham, 271 in Rhondda, and 8°6 
n Norwich ; from whooping-cough, 1:4 in Leyton, in Plymouth, and in 
Joventry, 2:1 in Portsmouth, 2°7 in Wolverhampton, 3-0 in Stockton on 
ees, 3°3 in Swansea, and 3°5 in Wallasey; and from diarrhea, 1:9 in 
Ydham. One death from small-pox was registered in Nottingham, and 1 in 
yateshead, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2364 BIRTHS and 1594 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
or increase of population, the births were 328, and the deaths 419 below 
he average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
[he annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°7, 
78, and 16°5 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 
79. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
179 per 1000, being 4°2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
eriods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





-* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
unatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
xelude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
diddlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
vithin the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
ondon are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
elong.

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The 1594 deaths included 43 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 23 fron 
diphtheria, 52 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 20 fron 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-define 
pyrexia ; thus, 146 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate 
being 53 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 37, 42, and 32 in the precedin 
three weeks, rose again last week to 43, but were 16 below.the correcte 
average; 6 cases belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 5 to Paddingtor 
5 to Hammersmith, and 5 to Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever 
which had been 4, 9, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were again 9 las 
week, the corrected average being 10; 2 cases belonged to St. Pancras an 
9 to Bethnal Green. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 12, li 
and 18 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 23, but wer 
15 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Poplar, 3 to Bethna 
Green, 3 to Stepney, and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from whooping-coug] 
which had been 52, 55, and 41 in the preceding three weeks, rose agai 
last week to 52, but were 6 below the corrected average ; 5 cases belonged t 
Shoreditch, 5 to Stepney, 5 to Bermondsey, and 4 to Poplar. The fatal case 
of enteric fever, which had been 8, 2, and 5 in the preceding three weeks 
fell again last week to 3, and were 7 below the corrected averag 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 13, 16, and 28 in the precedin 
three weeks, fell again last week to 20, but were 6 above the correcte 
average. Of the 20 deaths from diarrhoea, 17 were those of children unde 
5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 
more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenz 
numbered 12, having been 12, 25, and 11 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 1 of whic 
inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, while th 
remaining 46 were attributed to accident or negligence. Three of thes 
latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to burns and scalds, an 
13 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from th 
London Fever Hospital there were 41 cases of small-pox, 1578 of scar 
fever, 764 of diphtheria, and 118 of enteric fever under treatment in thes 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, % 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—C 
small-pox, 13 cases, against 3, 9, and 95; of scarlet fever, 153 cases, again 
162, 143, and 150; of diphtheria, 79 cases, against 99, 113, and 114; and « 
enteric fever, 8 cases, against 12, 8, and 18. Table 10, compiled an 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County « 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notifie 
in the County during the week ended February 27th, 1904. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3480 births and 2208 deaths were registered. Allowi1 
for increase of population, these numbers are 465 and 498 below tl 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In th 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 7 deaths fro 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping -coug

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus rhe Chelsea Company’ 3 water, collected on the 8th February 
at the cab-rank in Fulham Road, had a temperature of 5 3. O.: 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
84-40 lbs. of solid matter in solution ; the organic substances constituting a portion of this 
matter contained ‘214 lb. of carbon and ‘021 lb, of nitrogen. The above quantity of water 
also contained ‘315 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the total amount of combined - 
nitrogen was ‘336 lb. The above weight of water also contained 1:6 lb. of chlorine and 23-4 
Ibs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other hardening or soap-destroying 
ingredients. 


The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
‘multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
Operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale. 
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The samples collected on the 8th February were fully examined. With regard to these, ‘ 


taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 


water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount — 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies — 
was :—Kent 0:9, New River 3:8, Southwark 3:9, East London and Chelsea 4:0, West Middlesex ~ 


5-0, Lambeth 6°2, and Grand Junction 6°8. 


The filtered supplies of the five Companies dealing with Thames water contained, on the 
average, more organic impurity than in the previous month; of the samples taken on the | 


8th February, those of the Southwark and Chelsea Companies were of good quality ; the West 
Middlesex supply was fair, but the water drawn from the Grand Junction and Lambeth 


Companies’ mains was of indifferent quality, owing to the presence of an excessive proportion 
p ’ p | 


of vegetable organic matter. 


The water obtained chiefly from the River Lea and distributed by the New River and East 
London Companies contained somewhat more organic matter than in January, the actual 
proportion being practically the same as that found in the best of the Thames-derived waters ; 
the samples taken on the 8th February were clear and of good quality. 


The Kent Company’s deep-well water contained, as usual, only a minute amount of organic 
impurity and was clear and of excellent quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent Company’s water was colourless, and the 
remaining supplies exhibited the following tints :—Chelsea, Southwark, New River, and East 
London, very pale yellow; West Middlesex, pale yellow ; Lambeth, yellow ; and Grand 
Junction, pale brown. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 104 samples collected during February 
at various places in the districts supplied by the several Companies have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed ” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded. The following results were obtained :—

The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permangate of potash, as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature. 


The heavy rains of February affected the rivers, and the mean proportions of organic 
impurities in the supplies of the five Thames Companies were higher than in the previous 
month. The amount of organic matter fluctuated to the least extent in the water delivered by 
the Chelsea and West Middlesex Companies, and the supplies of these Companies were of good 
quality during the first half and the last few days of the month, and of fair quality from the 
19th to the 26th, the period when the proportion of organic impurity was somewhat higher. 
The supplies of the Southwark, Grand Junction, and Lambeth Companies were of good quality 
at the commencement and at the end of the month; but from the 8th to the 19th, on several 
occasions, the water distributed by these Companies was of indifferent quality, owing to marked 
colour and high organic impurity. } j 
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The average quality of the two supplies (New River and East London), obtained chiefly from 
the River Lea, was slightly superior to that of the best Thames-derived water. Of the two, the 
East London Company’s supply contained the smaller mean amount of organic matter. I have 
noticed this several times recently, and the relative improvement in the East London water is 
evidently an effect of the large storage now possessed by that Company. 


In my report for last December, I called attention to the high proportion of nitric nitrogen 
observed occasionally in certain fsamples collected in the East London Company’s districts 
supplied from Sunbury and Hanworth, and during February I have again obtained several high 
figures, the highest being 1°04 parts per 100,00). The sample of water yielding this result, in 
all probability, contained a very much larger proportion of the Hanworth gravel water than 
was to be expected from the returns in the Water Examiner’s recent reports. 


All the samples of the Kent Company’s deep-well water examined during the month were of 
uniform high organic purity and excellent quality. 

All the samples of the Chelsea, West Middlesex, New River, and Kent Companies’ supplies 
were clear, but in the cases of the other companies, on a few occasions, minute amounts of 
suspended matters were noted. The Southwark and Lambeth Companies’ supplies were on 
several days, between the 12th and 22nd, faintly but distinctly opalescent; when this was 
observed the proportion of organic matter in the water was somewhat high and the turbidity 
was probably caused by neglecting to feed the filters with properly stored water.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19:0 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 18°95, 17°5, 
and 18°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 22:0 in Birmingham, 23:0 in Manchester, 
93-2 in Birkenhead, 234 in Swansea, 23°5 in Brighton, 23°9 in Norwich, 24°38 in 
West Hartlepool, 24-9 in Wigan, and 25°8 in Preston ; from measles, 1-0 in 
Birmingham, 1:2 in Rochdale, 1:3 in Aston Manor, 1:6 in Stockport, 1:8 in 
Rotherham, 1:9 in Oldham, 2°4 in St. Helens, and 5:0 in Norwich; from 
diphtheria, 1:1 in Portsmouth and in Walsall; from whooping-cough, 1-1 in 
Wolverhampton and in Liverpool, 1:2 in St. Helens, 13 in Gateshead, 1-4 
in Birkenhead, 1:5 in Warrington, 1:7 in Handsworth and in Bootle, 1°5 in 
Bolton and in Bury, 3:0 in West Hartlepool, and 5-4 in Swansea; and from 
diarrhea, 1:6 in Middlesbrough. Three deaths from small-pox were 
registered in Nottingham, and 1 each in London, Warrington, and Gateshead, 
but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.” 


In LONDON 2712 BIRTHS and 1796 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 33, and the deaths 213 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°, 
16:5, and 17-9 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 
20:1. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18-1 per 1000, being 4:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. | 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1796 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 66 from measles, 6 a 
scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 54 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric 
fever, and 18 from diarrhoea, but not one death, from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 166 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 30 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a female, aged one month, who had 
been removed from the Borough of Bethnal Green to the Metropolitar 
Asylums Hospital at Joyce Green. The deaths from measles, which hac 
been 42, 32, and 48 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 66 
and were equal to the corrected average ; 13 cases belonged to the Borough 0 
Hammersmith, 7 to St. Pancras, 6 to Stepney, and 6 to Camberwell. Th 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 5, and 5 in the precedin; 
three weeks, were 6 last week, the corrected average being 10; 2 case 
belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 17, 1& 
and 23 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 17, and wer 
290 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough 
which had been 55, 41, and 52 in the preceding three weeks, further ros 
last week to 54, and were equal to the corrected average ; 7 cases belonged t 
Battersea, 7 to Stepney, and 5 to Poplar. The fatal cases of enteric fevel 
which had been 2, 5, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last weel 
the corrected average being 8. The deaths from diarrhea, which had bee 
16, 28, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to li 
but were 6 above the corrected average. Of the 18 deaths from diarrhee 
13 were those of children under 5 years of age ; the term gastro-entertt 
was used to denote the causes of 7 more deaths at this age. The deat 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 24, having been 25, 11, and 121 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 68 deaths, concerning all but 1 of whic 
inquests were held. Of these 68 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, and 1 « 
homicide, while the remaining 60 were attributed to accident or negligence 
Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to a conflagr 
tion, 10 others to burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of an aneesthetic admini 
tered for surgical purposes, and 18 (of infants under one year of age) 


suffocation in bed. 
CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from #l 
London Fever Hospital there were 54 cases of small-pox, 1601 of scarlet fev« 
780 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 102 of enteric fever under treatment in the 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :-— 
small-pox, 21 cases, against 9, 5, and 13; of scarlet fever, 192 cases, agaix 
143, 150, and 153 ; of diphtheria, 109 cases, against 113, 114, and 79 ; and 
enteric fever, 11 cases, against &, 18, and 8. Table 10, compiled a 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notifi 
in the County during the week ended March 5th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4086 births and 2400 deaths were registered. Allowi 
for increase of population, these numbers are 53 above and 315 below t 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In tl 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 9 deaths fre 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 11 from whooping-coug 
and 4 from diarrhoea were registered.

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SHVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SHVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19:7 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,425 persons in the middle - 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 17:5, 18:6, 
and 19:0. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from ali causes, 94°6 in Birmingham, 24°8 in Norwich, 
95-0) in Rotherham and in Stockton on Tees, 95:3 in St. Helens, 25°9 in Bury, 
97-4 in Wigan and in Manchester, 29°4 in Hanley and in Derby, and 31:0 in 
Warrington ; from measles, 1-4 in Salford, 1°5 in Warrington and in Leeds, 
16 in Blackburn, 1:9 in Walthamstow, 2:0 in Great Yarmouth, 2°1 in Burnley, 
9-4 in Rochdale, 2:7 in Bury, 3°5 in St. Helens, and 6:3 in Norwich; from 
diphtheria, 3°0 in Great Yarmouth ; and from whooping-cough, 1°8 in Ports- 
mouth and in Birmingham, 2:0 in Stockton on Tees, 2°1 in Bolton, 2°2 in 
Swansea, 2°3 in Warrington, 2:4 in St. Helens, 2°7 in Rotherham, 2°9 in 
Walsall, and 3°5 in Wallasey. Three deaths from small-pox were registered 
in Gateshead, 1 in London, and 1 in Leicester, but none in any other of the 


seventy-six towns. 
LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2577 BIRTHS and 1680 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 160, and the deaths 225 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16°5, 
17:9, and 2071 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
188. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18:3 per 1000, being 4-() per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

_ * The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 
__ + The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1680 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 69 from measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 51 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, and 19 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia ; thus, 161 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 43 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a male, aged 37 years, who had 
been removed from the Borough of Bethnal Green to the South Wharf 
Shelter at Rotherhithe. The deaths from measles, which had been 32, 43. 
and 66 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 69, and were 2 
above the corrected average ; 11 cases belonged to the Borough of Hammer- 
smith, 7 to Lambeth, 6 to St. Pancras, 6 to Stepney, 6 to Southwark, 5 te 
Kensington, and 5 to Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 5, 5, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 2, and 
were 8 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 18, 23, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, were again 17 last week, 
the corrected average being 36; 3 cases belonged to Poplar. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 41, 52, and 54 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 51, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 
8 cases belonged to Stepney, and 5 to Poplar. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 5, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 2, and were 7 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 28, 20, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, were 
19 last week, the corrected average being 13. Of the 19 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 14 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro- 
enteritis was used to denote the causes of 5 more deaths at this age. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 20, having been 11, 12 
and 24 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 69 deaths, concerning all of whicl 
inquests were held. Of these 69 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and 1 o! 
homicide, while the remaining 58 were attributed to accident or negligence 
Six of these latter werereferred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to a conflagra: 
tion, 7 others to burns and scalds, 3 to the effects of anzsthetics adminis. 
tered for surgical purposes, and 17 (including 16 of infants under one year 
of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 74 cases of small-pox, 1624 of scarlet fever 
807 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 94 of enteric fever under treatment in thess 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—O:! 
small-pox, 26 cases, against 5, 13, and 21; of scarlet fever, 176 cases, agains 
150, 153, and 192; of diphtheria, 91 cases, against 114, 79, and 109; and o: 
enteric fever, 10 cases, against 18, 8, and 11. Table 10, compiled anc 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notifiec 
in the County during the week ended March 12th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3909 births and 2281 deaths were registered. Allowin; 
for increase of population, these numbers are 107 and 318 below th 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In thai 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 10 deaths fron 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough 
1 from “fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°78 inches, and that o: 
the Thermometer 40°°8, the latter being 0°°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air bein; 
39 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registere 
bright sunshine in the week was 28°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:06 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:7 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 18°6, 19:0, 
‘and 19:7. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 
The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from. all causes, 23:2 in Oldham, 23°3 in Birmingham and 
‘in Burnley, 23°5 in Salford, 24:2 in Plymouth, 94:3 in Manchester, 24°5 in 
Birkenhead, 24°83 in Warrington, 287 in West Bromwich, and 30:0 in 
Stockton on Tees; from measles, 1°3 in Rhondda, 1-4 in Salford, 1-5 in 
Oldham and in Leeds, 1:6 in Manchester, 1-7 in Brighton, 2:1 in Sunderland, 
2:2 in Stockport, 2°6 in Burnley, 4-1 in Norwich, and 5°3 in St. Helens ; 
and from whooping-cough, 1:6 in Burnley, 1:9 in Birmingham, 2°0 in Salford, 
26 in Aston Manor, 2°9 in Walsall, 3:0 in West Hartlepool, and 3°7 in 
Wolverhampton. One death from small-pox was registered in London, 1 in 
West Ham, 1-in Nottingham, 1 in Birkenhead, | in South Shields, and 
lin Tynemouth, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns.

In LONDON 2423 BIRTHS and 1645 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 274, and the deaths 325 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 17°9, 
90-1 and 188 in the preceding three. weeks, further fell last week to 
18-4. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
188 per 1000, being 2°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1645 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 67 from measles, 4 from 
scarlet fever, 13 from diphtheria, 48 from whooping-cough, 3 from .enteric 
fever, and 19 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 155 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 49 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from smail-pox was that of a female aged 32 years, who had 
been removed from the Borough of Bethnal Green to the Metropolitan 
Asylums Hospital at Joyce Green. The deaths from measles, which had been 
43, 66, and 69 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 67, the 
corrected average being 68; 8 cases belonged to the Borough of Hammer- 
smith, 8 to Southwark, 7 to St. Pancras, 6 to Stepney, and 5 to Islington. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 6, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average being 11; 2 cases 
belonged to Bermondsey. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
23,17, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 13, and were 
95 below the corrected average; 5 cases belonged to Hackney. ‘The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 52, 54, and 51 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further fell last week to 46, and were 14 below the 
corrected average; 4 cases belonged to Islington, 4 to Shoreditch, 4 to 
Stepney, 4 to Poplar, 4 to Bermondsey, and 4 to Battersea. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 3, 4, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 3 last week, the corrected average being 6. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 20, 18, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 19 last week, the corrected average being 14. Of the 19 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 14 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro- 
enteritis was used to denote the causes of 4 more deaths at this age. The 
deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 18, having been 12, 24, 
and 20 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 14 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
One of these latter was referred to a vehicle in the street, 1 to a conflagra- 
tion, 8 others to burns and scalds, 2 to the effects of anesthetics adminis- 
tered for surgical purposes, and 11 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEHASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 110 cases of small-pox, 1585 of scarlet fever, 
776 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 83 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 54 cases, against 13, 21, and 26; of scarlet fever, 145 cases, against 
153, 192, and 176; of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 79, 109, and 91; and of 
enteric fever, 8 cases, against 8, 11, and 10. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended March 19th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3616 births and 2188 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 322 and 444 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the last ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 24 deaths from 
measles, 4 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping:cough, 2 from “fever,” and 
2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°96 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 43°°3, the latter being 1°°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
11 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The durationof registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 13°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0'13 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18-7 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,425 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 19-0, 19:7, 
and 18:7. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- - 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 22°6 in Liverpool, 22°83 in Walsall, 22°9 in 
_ Merthyr Tydfil, 23°6 in Birkenhead, 23°9 in Swansea, 24°5 in Birmingham 
and in Manchester, 24°6 in Tynemouth, 24°8 in Warrington, 25°0 in Bury, 

95:3 in St. Helens, and 28°6 in Rochdale; from measles, i-4 in Salford and 

in Leeds, 1°6 in Hanley, 1°8 in Norwich and in Bury, 2°6 in Wallasey, in 

Manchester, and in Burnley, and 2:9 in St. Helens; from diphtheria, 1:3 in 

Fast Ham and 1‘6 in Hanley; and from whooping-cough, 2:1 in Wolver- 

hampton, 2°4 in St. Helens, 2°6 in Gateshead, 3:0 in Bolton and in West 

Hartlepool, 4:2 in Coventry, 4°9 in Swansea, and 6-2 in Warrington. Three 

deaths from small-pox were registered in London, 2 in Tynemouth, and 

1 each in Nottingham, Oldham, and Gateshead, but none in any other of the 

seventy-six towns.

LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2240 BIRTHS and 1672 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 447, and the deaths 69, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 20'1, 
188, and 18-4 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 

18°8. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
— 19:0 per 1000, being 1°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

| Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 

belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 
+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based: on the results of the recent 

_ Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1672 deaths included 3 from small-pox, 92 from measles, 4 from 
scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 68 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and 16 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 203 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 6 below the corrected average weekly number. 

Of 3 fatal cases of small-pux, 1 belonged to the Borough of Holborn, 1 to 
Bethnal Green, and 1 to Poplar. The deaths from measles, which had been 66, 
69, and 67 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 92, and were 19 above 
the corrected average; 19 cases belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 8 to 
Stepney, 6 each to Hammersmith, St. Pancras, Islington, and Camberwell, 
and 5 each to Fulham, Poplar, and Bermondsey. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 6, 2, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
4 last week, the corrected average being 13. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 17, 17, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to'17, but were 19 below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged 
to Poplar and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 54, 51, and 48 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last 
week to 68, and were 6 above the corrected average; 14 cases belonged 
to Stepney and 6 to Shoreditch. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had been 4, 2, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, 
the corrected average being 7. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 18, 19, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 16, but 
were 4 above the corrected average. Of the 16 deaths from diarrhea, 11 
were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was 
used to denote the causes of 4 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 17, having been 24, 20, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 49 were attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns and scalds, 2 to the effects 
of anesthetics administered for surgical purposes, and 14 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 126 cases of small-pox, 1570 of scarlet fever, 
787 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 86 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 42 cases, against 21, 26, and 54; of scarlet fever, 153 cases, against 
192, 176, and 145; of diphtheria, 99 cases, against 109, 91, and 94; and of 
enteric fever, 16 cases, against 11, 10, and 8. ‘Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended March 26th. : 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3341 births and 2211 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 583 and 160 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In 
that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 11 deaths 
from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°67 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 42°°0, the latter being 2°°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
22 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 29°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°45 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18°4 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 19-7, 18-7, 
and 18°7. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 21:1 in West Hartlepool and in Newcastle 
on Tyne, 21:3 in Burnley, 21-4 in Bolton, 21°5 in Manchester, 21°7 in Swansea, 
99°8 in Leeds, 23:4 in Wolverhampton, 24°8 in Birmingham, 26°2.in Bootle, 
27-7 in Hanley, and 29°3 in Norwich; from measles, 1:1 in Croydon, 14 in 
Salford, 1°6 in Hanley, in Stockport, and in Burnley, 1°8 in Rochdale and in 
Rotherham, 2:9 in Brighton, 4°5 in Norwich, and 4:7 in St. Helens; from 
diphtheria, 1:1 in Bradford and 1:5 in West Hartlepool ; and from whooping- 
cough, 2°2in Swansea, 2°3 in Walsall and in Birmingham, 2°6 in Wallasey, 31 
in Warrington, 32 in Wolverhampton, and 3°6 in Bolton. Three deaths from 
small-pox were registered in London, 2 in Hull, and 1 each in Stockport, 
South Shields, Gateshead, and Newcastle upon Tyne, but none in any other 
of the seventy-six towns.

In LONDON 2539 BIRTHS and 1659 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 133, and the deaths 15, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°, 
18:4, and 18:8 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
18°6. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18:7 per 1000, being 1:3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1659 deaths included 3 from gsmall-pox, 86 from measles, 8 from 
scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 64 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric 
fever, 1 from ill-defined pyrexia, and 21 from diarrhoea, but not one death 
from typhus; thus, 204 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 6 above the corrected average weekly number. 

Of 3 fatal cases of small-pox, 1 belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green, 
1 to Stepney, and 1 to Poplar. The deaths from measles, which had been 69, 
67, and 92 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 86, but were 18 
above the corrected average ; 10 cases belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
8 each to Islington and Camberwell, 6 each to Stepney and Poplar, and 5 
each to Hammersmith and Bermondsey. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 2, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, 
the corrected average being 13. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
17, 13, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, were again 17 last week, and 
were 14 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 51, 48, and 68 in the preceding three weeks, fell again 
last week to 64, but were 4 above the corrected average ; 11 cases belonged 
to Stepney, 9 to Southwark, and 4 each to Fulham, St. Pancras, and Hackney. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 2, 3, and 3 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average being 8. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 19, 19, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 21, and were 8 above the corrected average. Of the 
21 deaths from diarrhcea, 18 were those of children under 5 years of age ; 
the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 4 more deaths at 
this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 20, having 
been 20, 18, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a child aged 
3 years was certified after inquest as caused by ptomaine poisoning, due to 
eating ice cream. Two deaths of house-painters were certified, one after 
inquest, as resulting from lead poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 56 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns and 
scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered. for surgical purposes, 
and 22 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 134 cases of small-pox, 1505 of scarlet fever, 
749 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 80 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hogpitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 25 cases, against 26, 54, and 42; of scarlet fever, 141 cases, against 
176, 145, and 153; of diphtheria, 90 cases, against 91, 94, and 99; and of 
enteric fever, 11 cases, against 10, 8, and 16. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended April 2nd. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3839 births and 2212 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, these numbers are 76 and 74 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In 
that. portio® of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 1 death 
from small-pox, 19 deaths from measles, 3 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping- 
cough, and 5 from diarrhcea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°79 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 48°-0, the latter being 1°9 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
77 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 33°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°37 inch, .{

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus:—The Chelsea Company’s water, collected on the 21st March 
at the cab-rank in Whitehall, hed a temperature of 6°6° C.; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
31-66 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances constituting a portion of this 
matter contained ‘196 lb. of carbon and ‘018 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water 
also contained ‘316 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the total amount of combined 
nitrogen was ‘334 lb. The above weight of water also contained 1°5 lbs. of chlorine and 22:7 
lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other hardening or soap-destroying 


ingredients. 
The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 


multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, 


The samples collected on the 2lst March wére fully examined. With regard to these, 
taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies 
was:—Kent 11, New River 2°2, Grand Junction 2°7, Southwark 2°8, East London 3:1, 
Lambeth 3°3, Chelsea 3°6, and West Middlesex 4:1. 


The filtered water delivered by the five Thames Companies contained less organic matter 
than was found in the corresponding examination of the February samples, and all the supplies 
were clear and of good quality. 


The New River Company’s water, obtained from the Lea and wells, contained only about half 
the proportion of organic impurity observed in February, and the Company’s supply was clear 
and of very good quality. 


The East London Company’s water, collected on the 21st March, was taken in a district 
supplied with water partly derived from the Thames at Sunbury, and the general quality of 
the water was similar to that delivered by the Thames Companies, but the high proportion of 
nitrogen as nitrates showed that a very considerable proportion of Hanworth gravel water was 
present in the supply.

The Kent Company’s deep-well water, collected near the Plumstead pumping station, was of 
high organic purity, but, as usual with all samples drawn in this district, the hardness was 
found to be somewhat excessive. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent Company’s water was colourless, and the 
supplies of all the other Companies exhibited a very pale yellow tint.

In addition to the above analytical examination, the 10! samples of water collected during 
March at various places in the districts supplied by the several Companies have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed ” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefliciency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded.

The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature. 


A consideration of the above results, and comparison with the data obtained for many 
months past, shows that last month was a favourable one for the operations of the Companies 
dealing with Thames water. The monthly average amounts of organic matter were in all 
cases lower than they had been during the winter, and the qualities of the supplies were 
good. 


With reference to the two supplies chiefly obtained from the River Lea, that of the New 
River Company contained, on the average, considerably less organic matter than the Thames 
waters, and its quality was very good. The Hast London Company’s supply was, in regard to 
organic purity slightly superior to the best of the Thames-derived waters. 





The Kent Gompany’s deep-well supply maintained its usual high degree of organic purity 
throughout the month. 


A few samples of the West Middlesex and Southwark Companies’ supplies contained minut® 
traces of suspended matter, but all the other samples examined were clear and bright,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17:6 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been J8°7, 18-7, 
~ and 184. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 





The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s “if 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 22°0 in Stockton on Tees, 22:1 in _ 


Birmingham, 22°3 in Smethwick, 22°9 in Newcastle on Tyne, 23-2 in Wigan, 
93°9 in Norwich, 24:0 in Great Yarmouth, 24:7 in Aston Manor, and 25:2 in 
Halifax ; from measles, 1°6 in Hull, 1°9 in Leeds, 2:1 in Burnley, 2°3 in 
Tottenham, 2°9 in St. Helens, and 5:0 in Norwich; and from whooping-cough, 
2-1 in Newcastle on Tyne, 2°3 in Walsall, 2°4 in Birmingham, 2°6 in Hands- 
worth (Staffs.), 3:2 in Aston Manor, 3°4 in Bootle, and 4-2 in Wolverhampton, 
Three deaths from small-pox were registered in Gateshead, and 1 each in 
Bristol, Leicester, and Tynemouth, but none in any other of the seventy-six 
towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2676 BIRTHS and 1490 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 67 above, and the deaths 177 below, 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of. the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18-4, 
18°8, and 186 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
16:7. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
18:1 per 1000, being 1:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals,.situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1490 deaths included 75 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 8 from 
diphtheria, 64 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 12 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 166 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 37 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 67, 92, and 86 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 75, and were equal to the corrected 
average; 9 cases belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 7 each to St. Pancras, 
Islington, and Camberwell, and 5 each to Hammersmith, Poplar, and 
Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 4, and 8 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average being 11. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 17, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 8, and were 22 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 48, 68, and 64 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 64 last week, and were 4 above the 
corrected average ; 11 cases belonged to Camberwell, 6 each to Stepney and 
Lambeth, and 5 each to Islington and Hackney. The fatal cases of 
enteric fever, which had been 3, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 3 last week, the corrected average being 7. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 19, 16, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
again last week to 12, and were equal to the corrected average. Of the 
12 deaths from diarrhoea, 9 were those of children under 5 years of age ; 
the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 5 more deaths at 
this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 17, having 
been 18, 17, and 20 in the preceding three weeks. Two deaths were certified 
as from ptomaine poisoning, one of a male aged 36 years, and the other of 
a male aged 69 years; the latter case was certified after inquest as due to 
eating oysters. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 19 were cases of suicide, while 
the remaining 37 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these 
latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns and scalds, 3 to 
drowning, 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical purposes, 
and 5 (all of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 144 cases of small-pox, 1523 of scarlet fever, 
737 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 68 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 37 cases, against 54, 42, and 25; of scarlet fever, 172 cases, against 
145, 153, and 141; of diphtheria, 92 cases, against 94, 99, and 90; and of 
enteric fever, 7 cases, against 8, 16, and 11. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended April 9th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4111 births and 2043 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population the births are 300 above and the deaths 220 below 
the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 13 deaths 
from measles, 3 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping-cough, and 1 from diarrhoea 
were registered. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°56 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 49°°6, the latter being 3°-4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 


2 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 36'9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°32 inch,

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SHVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16-0 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 18:7, 18-4, 
and 17°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured. by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 90°6 in Oldham, 20°7 in Sunderland, 20°9 
in Birkenhead, 21°8 in Burnley, 22°0 in Manchester, 22°4 in Birmingham and 
in St. Helens, and 25°6 in Warrington ; from measles, 1°4 in West Ham and 
in Walthamstow, 1°6 in Huddersfield, 2°3 in Norwich, 2°5 in Brighton, 2°6 
in Hornsey and in Wallasey, 3:1 in Burnley, 3°8 in Rhondda, and 6°5 in 
Si. Helens; and from whooping-cough, 1-6 in Kings Norton, in Liverpool, 
and in Huddersfield, 1:7 in Walsall and in Wallasey, 1:9 in Leicester, 2°2 in 
Swansea, 2°3 in Birkenhead, 2°5 in Bootle, 3°0 in West Hartlepool, 3:1 in 
Birmingham, and 3°9 in Warrington. Two deaths from small-pox were 
registered in Manchester, and 1 each in London, Nottingham, Gateshead, and 
Tynemouth, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2489 BIRTHS and 142) DEATHS were registered, Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 986, and the deaths 203, below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°8, 
18:6, and 16:7 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
16:0. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
17°5 per 1000, being 1:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 











* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the recent 
Census, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1429 deaths included 1 from smal'-pox, 81 from measles, 9 from 
scarlet fever, 15 from diphtheria, 43 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and 12 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 164 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 35 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox was that of a male aged 63 years, who had been 
removed from the Borough of Paddington to the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospital at Joyce Green. The deaths from measles, which had been 92, 86, 
and 75 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 81, and were 4 
above the corrected average; 13 cases belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
J to Bermondsey, 9 to Islington, 7 to Stepney, 6 to Hackney, 6 to Deptford, 
and 5 to Poplar. The deaths from scarlet Jever, which had been 4, 8, and 4 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 9, the corrected average 
being 10; 3 cases belonged to Finsbury, 2 to Islington, and 2 to Lambeth. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 17 , 17, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 15, but still were 16 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 68, 64, and 64. 
in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 43, and were 15 below 
the corrected average ; 8 cases belonged to Southwark, 5 to St. Pancras, and. 
) to Deptford. The fatal cases of enteric Jever, which had been 3, 4, and 3 
in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, the corrected average 
being 5. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 16, 21, and 12 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 12 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 
8, having been 17, 20, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, while 
the remaining 38 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns and scalds, 7 to 
drowning, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, 
and 3 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 123 cases of small-pox, 1543 of scarlet fever, 
719 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 73 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 23 cases, against 42, 25, and 37; of scarlet fever, 210 cases, against 
153, 141, and 172; of diphtheria, 100 cases, against 99, 90, and 92; and of 
enteric fever, 11 cases, against 16, ll, and 7. ‘Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended April 16th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3747 births and 1911 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 359 and 325 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 8 deaths from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 
from “ fever,” and 1 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°82 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 49°'1, the latter being 0°8 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
5 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years: 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 38°9 hours ; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°24 inch,

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SHVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°3 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. .In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 184, 17:6, 
and 160. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 90-7 in Bradford, 20°8 in Wigan, 20°9 in 
Warrington and in Manchester, 91:0 in Plymouth, 21°8 in Liverpool, 21-9 in 
Coventry, 22°0 in Stockton on Tees, 22:7 in Middlesbrough, and 25°9 in 
Wallasey ; from measies, 1°6 in Burnley, 1:7 in Rhondda, 1°8 in Rotherham, 
91 in Brighton, 2°3 in Norwich, 2°6 in Wallasey, and 3°2 in Hornsey ; from 
scarlet fever, 1:1 in Wolverhampton and 2°3 in Warrington; from diphtheria, 
1:7 in Barrow in Furness and 2°4 in Hanley ; and from whooping-cough, 2°0 
in Blackburn, 2°1 in Bolton, 3°0 in Great Yarmouth and in Stockton on Tees, 
3-9 in Salford, 3°3 in Birmingham, 4°0 in Walsall, and 70 in Warrington. 
Three deaths from small-pox were registered in London, 2 in Halifax, 1 in 
Manchester, 1 in Newcastle on Tyne, and 1 in Tynemouth, but none in any 


other of the seventy-six towns.

In LONDON 2733 BIRTHS and 1392 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 13 above, and the deaths 209 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°6, 
16-7 and 16:0, in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
15:6. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
16°7 per 1000, being 1°8 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

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The 1392 deaths included 3 from smal!-pox, 66 from measles, 10 from 
scarlet fever, 14 from diphtheria, 42 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and 15 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 153 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 56 below the corrected average weekly number. 

Of 3 fatal cases of small-pow, 1 belonged to the Borough of Holborn, 1 to 
Stepney, and 1 to Poplar. The deaths from measles, which had been 86, 75, 
and 81 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 66, and were 11 
below the corrected average ; 4 cases belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 
4 to Hackney, 4 to Shoreditch, 4 to Lambeth, 4 to Deptford, 5 to Poplar, 5 to 
Bermondsey, 7 to Stepney, and 10 to Southwark. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 8, 4, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were 10 last 
week, the corrected average being 12. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 17, 8, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, and 
were 18 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 64, 64, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, were 42 last 
week, and were 21 below the corrected average; 4 cases belonged to 
Bermondsey, 5 to Camberwell, and 7 to Lambeth. The fatal cases of enteric 
Jever, which had been 4, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
3 last week, the corrected average being 6. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 21, 12, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, were 15 last 
week, the corrected average being 13. Of the 15 deaths from diarrhea, 12 
were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was 
used to denote the cause of 4 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 14, having been 20, 17, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks. The death of a painter, aged 51 years, was certified 
as due to plumbism. 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 63 deaths, 16 were cases of suicide, 1 of murder, 
and 1 of manslaughter, while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident 
or negligence. Twelve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 
7 to burns and scalds, 2 to drowning, 2 to the effects of anesthetics adminis- 
tered for surgical purposes, and 8 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 104 cases of sma]l-pox, 1541 of scarlet fever, 
720 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 63 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 12 cases, against 25, 37, and 23; of scarlet fever, 185 cases, against 
141, 172, and 210; of diphtheria, 106 cases, against 90, 92, and 100; and of 
enteric fever, 9 cases, against 11, 7, and 11. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended April 23rd. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4113 births and 1896 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 116 above and 290 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 6 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from “ fever,’ and 2 from diarrhwa were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°90 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 49°°6, the latter being 1°°1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
14 per cent, above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 21°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°05 inch.

he deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14:9 per 1000, of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 17-6, 16:0, 
and 163. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 
_ The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 18:6 in Liverpool, 19:1 in Wigan, 20°0° in 
Salford, 21°3 in Blackburn, 91:5 in Plymouth, 23:1 in Manchester, Bore ath 
Merthyr Tydfil, and 26°5 in St. Helens; from measles, 1:6 in Huddersfield, 1°7 
in Wallasey, in Manchester, and. in Rhondda, 2°1 in Brighton, 2°9 in St. Helens, 
and 3°1 in Burnley ; from whooping-cough, 1:7 in Walsall, 18 in Bury, 19 in 
Birmingham, 2°3 in Salford, 9.9 in Aston Manor, and 3°6 in Blackburn. One 
death from small-pox was registered in London, and 1 each in Stockport, 
Manchester, Newcastle on Tyne, and Tynemouth, but none in any other of 


the seventy-six towns.

In Lonpon 2403 BIRTHS and. 1325. DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 300 and the deaths 176 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been, 16°7, 
16°0, and 15°6 in the preceding three weeks,. further fell last week to 
14:9. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15°8 per 1000, being 2°2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. |

The 1325 deaths included 1 from smal!-pox, 62 from measles, 3 from 
scarlet fever, 19 from diphtheria, 48 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric 
fever, 1 from ill-defined pyrexia, and 23 from diarrhawa, but not one death 
_ from typhus; thus, 161 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 31 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The fatal case of small-pox belonged to the Borough of Paddington. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 75, 81, and 66 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 62, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 
Y fatal cases belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 9 to Southwark, 6 to Ber- 
mondsey, 5 each to Hammersmith and Wandsworth, and 4 to Fulham. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 9, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 3, the corrected average being 12. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 8, 15, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 19, but were 10 below the corrected average; 4 deaths 
belonged to Poplar. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 64, 
43, and 42 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 48, but were 
8 below the corrected average ; 8 deaths belonged to Lambeth, and 4 each to 
Stepney, Wandsworth, Deptford, and Woolwich. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 3, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last 
week, the corrected average being 6. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 12, 12, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 23, 
and were 9 above the corrected average. Of the 23 deaths from diarrhea, 
16 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was 
used to denote the cause of 5 additional deaths at this age. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 9, having been 17, 8, and 14 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 62 deaths, 21 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns and 
scalds, 6 to drowning, 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 88 cases of small-pox, 1590 of scarlet fever, 
750 of diphtheria, and 57 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 14 cases, against 37, 23, and 12; of scarlet fever, 242 cases, against 
172, 210, and 185; of diphtheria, 129 cases, against 90, 100, and 106 ; and of 
enteric fever, 6 cases, against 7, 11, and 9. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended April 30th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3641 births and 1760 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 333 and 272 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 5 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°69 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 49°°0, the latter being 1°°0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
24 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 37-0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°55 inch,

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus :—The Chelsea Company’s water, collected on the 18th April 
at the cab-rank in Victoria Street, had a temperature of 10°3° C. ; 100,000 lbs. of it contained 
28°68 lbs. of solid matter in solution ; the organic substances constituting a portion of this 
matter contained ‘145 lb. of carbon and -014 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of water 
also contained ‘298 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the total, amount of combined 
nitrogen was “312 1b. ‘The above weight of water also contained 1°55 lbs. of. chlorine and 20°7 
lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other hardening, or, soap:destroying 


ingredients. 
The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 


multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. . The,same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s.scale. 


The samples collected on the 18th April were fully examined. With regard to these, 
taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies 
was:—Kent, 0°8, New River, 1:6, Southwark, 2°3, Grand Junction and East London, 2°4, 
West Middlesex, 2°6, Chelsea, 2°7, and Lambeth, 3:1. 


The supplies of the five Companies delivering filtered Thames water maintained the improve- 
ment in quality observed in March. In all cases the proportions of organic matter in the 
April samples were distinctly lower than in the previous month, and the average amount of 
organic impurity in the Thames-derived waters was the smallest found during the past 
16 months. All the samples collected on the 18th April were clear and of good quality. 


Of the supplies obtained chiefly from the River Lea and wells, that of the New River 
Company was clear and of very good quality; the Hast London Company’s water was also 
clear and, in chemical quality, ranked with the best of the Thames-derived waters. 


The Kent Company’s deep-well water was, as usual, of high organic purity and excellent 
quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent Company’s water was colourless, and that 
of the New River Company nearly colourless ; the supplies of the remaining Companies had a 
very pale yellow tint. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 88 samples of water collected during 
April at various places in the districts supplied by the several Companies have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed ” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded. The following results were obtained :—

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The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature. 


The above results show that the amounts of organic matter in the five Thames-derived supplies 
were in all cases moderate, and that the proportions of organic impurity varied only within 
narrow limits during the month. The organic purity of the Thames water has improved 
during the past three months, and the average quality of the filtered Thames supplies in April 
was good, being in fact the best observed so far this year, and distinctly better than in any 
month during: 1903. 


The New River Company’s supply, obtained chiefly from the River Lea and wells, con- 
tained, on the average, only a small quantity of organic impurity and maintained a very 
uniform good quality during the month. The East London Company’s water, obtained mainly 
from the Lea, was of good quality, the average proportion of organic matter present being 
slightly less than that found in the Thames supplies. 


All the samples of the Kent Company’s water examined during the month were of high 
organic purity and excellent quality.

All the samples of the Chelsea, West Middlesex, Grand Junction, New River, and Kent 
Companies’ supplies were clear, and all the samples drawn from the Lambeth and Hast London 
Companies’ mains were clear, with one exception in each case, but on several occasions the 
Southwark Company’s supply contained minute amounts of suspended matter.

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16:1 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 16:0, 16:3, 
and 14:9. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 91-3 in Manchester, 22°0 in Birmingham 
and in Newcastle on Tyne, 22°3 in Rotherham, 93-8 in Burnley, and 240 in 
Warrington ; from measles, 1°2 in Brighton, in Rochdale, and in Leeds, 
1:3 in Hornsey, in West Ham, and in Rhondda, 1:4 in Hull, 1:7 in Manchester, 
and 2°7 in Huddersfield; from scarlet fever, 1:7 in Northampton ; from 
diphtheria, 1:2 in Bristol and 1°6 in Hanley ; from whooping-cough, 2°0 in 
Burton on Trent and in Blackburn, 2°1 in Bolton, 2°6 in Wallasey, 2°9 in 
Birmingham, 3:0 in Stockton on Tees, and 5-4 in Warrington. One death 
from small-pox was registered in each of the following Towns, Leicester, 
Nottingham, Derby, Sheffield, South Shields, and Gateshead, but none in any 
other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2551 BIRTHS and 1404 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 96 and the deaths 12 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16:0, 
-15°6 and 14:9, in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 
163. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15:7 per 1000, being 1:7 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

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The 1454 deaths included 86 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 20 from — 
diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 16 from 
diarrhea, but not one death from small-pox, trom typhus, or from ill-defined — 
pyrexia; thus, 174 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 15 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 81, 66, and 62 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 86, and were 17 above the corrected 
average ; 18 deaths belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 12 to Ber- 
mondsey, 8 to Lambeth, 7 to Camberwell, 6 to Stepney, and 5 each to 
Islington, Battersea, and Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 9, 10, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again last week to 7, but were 5 below the corrected average. ‘The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 15, 14, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 20 last week, but were 14 below the corrected average ; 
9 deaths belonged to Poplar. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 43, 42, and 48 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last 
week to 44, and were 4 below the corrected average; 6 deaths belonged 
to Camberwell, 5 to Stepney, and 4 each to Lambeth and Woolwich. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 3, 3, and 4 in the preced- 
ing three weeks, fell last week to 1, the corrected average being 6. The 
deaths from diarrh@a, which had been 12, 15, and 23 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 16, but were 2 above the corrected 
average. Of the 16 deaths from diarrhea, 13 were those of children under 
5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 
3 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 12, having been 8, 14, and 9 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 61 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 61 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 51 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 3 to burns and scalds, 1 to the effects 
of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 12 (including 11 of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. ! 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 99 cases of small-pox, 1600 of scarlet fever, 
777 of diphtheria, 2 of typhus, and 53 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 26 cases, against 23, 12, and 14; of scarlet fever, 239 cases, against 
210, 185, and 242; of diphtheria, 128 cases, against 100, 106, and 129; and of 
enteric fever, 7 cases, against 11, 8, and 6. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended May 7th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3754 births and 1930 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 146 and 62 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 8 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping- 
cough, and 3 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°79 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 49°'7, the latter being 2°°0 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 21 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 14°0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°29 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15°5 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 16:3, 14°9, 
and 16:1. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 19°4 in Middlesbrough, 19-6 in Manchester, 
90:0 in Leeds, 20°4 in Preston, 20°5 in Blackburn, 20°6 in Tynemouth, and 
21:7 in Birmingham and in Norwich; from measles, 1:1 in Croydon, 1°2 in 
Hull, 1:4 in Walthamstow, 1:7 in Leeds and in Manchester, 4-1 in Burnley, 
and 5:0 in Brighton ; and from whooping-cough, 1:2 in Leeds, 1°38 in Derby, 
1:6 in Grimsby and in Salford, 1°8 in Bury, 2:1 in Birmingham and in 
Coventry, 2°3 in Birkenhead, 3:9 in Blackburn, and 46 in Warrington. One 
death from small-pox was registered in each of the following towns, Cardiff, 
Gateshead, Nottingham, and Oldham, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2376 BIRTHS and 1349 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 192 and the deaths 105 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15°6, 
14:9, and 163 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 
15:1. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15°5 per 1000, being 1:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

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The 1349 deaths included 75 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 10 from 





diphtheria, 39 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 21 from ‘ 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 154 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, — 


being 34 below the corrected average weekly number. 


The deaths from measles, which had been 66, 62, and 86 in the preceding — 


three weeks, fell again last week to 75, but were 4 above the corrected 
average ; 15 deaths belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 10 to Stepney, 
7 to Bermondsey, and 6 to Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 10, 3, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to 5, and were 8 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 14, 19, and 20 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 10, and were 21 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 42, 48, and 44 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 39, and were 7 below 
the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to Camberwell, and 4 each to 
Lambeth and Southwark. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 3, 4, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 4, 
but were 3 below’ the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 15, 23,.and 16 in the preceding three weeks, rose again 
last week to 21, and were 6 above the corrected average. Of the 
21 deaths from diarrhcea, 17 were those of children under 5 years of age ; 
the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 6 more deaths 
at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 5, 
having been 14, 9, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 17 were cases of suicide, and 3 of 
homicide, while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Ten of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to drowning, 1 
to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 9 (of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 96 cases of smal]l-pox, 1630 of scarlet fever, 
767 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 56 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 18 cases, against 12, 14, and 26; of scarlet fever, 222 cases, against 
185, 242, and 239; of diphtheria, 104 cases, against 106, 129, and 128; and of 
enteric fever, 14 cases, against 8, 6, and 7. ‘Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended May 14th. : 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3621 births and 1813 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 155 and 170 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 9 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from diarrhcea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


_ The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°843 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 54°-0, the latter being 0°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 25°4 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 58°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°35 inch,

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:4 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 14°9, 16:1, . 
and 15:5. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 20:1 in Plymouth, 20-4 in Sunderland and 
in South Shields, 20°7 in Rochdale, 21°3 in Burnley, 21°7 in Warrington, 
22:0 in Bootle, and 22°8 in Hanley ; from measles, 2:1 in Brighton, 2°2 in 
Croydon, 2°7 in Birkenhead and in Rotherham, and 3°95 in Wallasey; and 
from whooping-cough, 2:1 in Coventry, 2°2 in Merthyr Tydfil, 2°3 in Walsall, 
2°5 in Bootle, and 3:2 in Aston Manor and in Blackburn. Two deaths from 
small-pox were registered in London, 1 in Stockport, and 1 in Bradford, but 
none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2122 BIRTHS and 1274 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 416 and the deaths 159 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14°), 
16:3, and 15:1 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week tu 
14:3. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
15:2 per 1000, being 1:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong.

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The 1274 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 83 from measles, 4 from 
scarlet fever, 14 from diphtheria, 33 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, and 15 from diarrhcea, but not one death from typhus, or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 153 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 36 below the corrected average weekly number. 

Of the two fatal cases of small-pox, 1 belonged to the Borough of Bethnal 
Green and 1 to Stepney. The deaths from measles, which had been 62, 86, 
and 75 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 83, and were 
12 above the corrected average; 14 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Southwark, 8 each to Stepney and Poplar, 6 each to Islington and Lambeth, 
5 each to Battersea, Wandsworth, and Deptford, and 4 to Camberwell. The - 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 7, and 5 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 4 last week, the corrected average being 10. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 19, 20, and 10 in the preceding three — 
weeks, rose again last week to 14, but were 17 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 48, 44, and 39 in the ~ 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week tc 33, and were 18 below 
the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to Woolwich and 3 each to — 
St. Pancras and Stepney. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had — 
been 4, 1, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected — 
average being 7. The deaths from diarrhea which had been 23, 16, and 21 
in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 15, the corrected — 
average being 13. Of the 15 deaths from diarrhcea, 10 were those of children 
under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the 
cause of 6 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 8, having been 9, 12,and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 
The death of a woman, aged 51 years, was certified after inquest as due to — 
chronic phosphorous poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, and 2 of 
homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns and 
scalds, and 12 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 118 cases of small-pox, 1663 of scarlet fever, 
758 of diphtheria, and 51 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 33 cases, against 14, 26, and 18; of scarlet fever, 194 cases, against 
242, 239, and 222; of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 129, 128, and 104; and of 
enteric fever, 11 cases, against 6, 7, and 14. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified | 
in the County during the week ended May 21st. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3210 births and 1756 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 517 and 192 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 11 deaths — 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 3 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°77 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 57°°3, the latter being 1°6 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 22 per cent. 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 15:0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°30 inch.

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°6 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 16:1, 15°5, 
and 15:4. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended. last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 20°3 in Norwich, 21°3 in Preston, 22°2 in 
Newcastle on Tyne, 22°5 in Huddersfield, 24°0 in Warrington, and 34:9 in 
Wigan ; from measles, 16 in Newcastle on Tyne, 1:8 in Norwich, in Birken- 
head, and in St. Helens, 2:1 in Burnley and in Rhondda, 2°3 in Leeds, 
9-7 in Huddersfield, and 3:7 in Walthamstow ; from scarlet fever, 2°3 in 
Warrington ; from diphtheria, 3°) in Stockton on Tees ; from whooping- 
cough, 1:7 in Smethwick, 1°8 in Bolton, and 3°9 in Warrington. One death 
from small-pox was registered in Leicester, and 1 in Halifax, but none in 
any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2507 BIRTHS and 1179 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 22 and the deaths 254 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16:3, 
15:1, and 14:3 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 
13:2. During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 
14:7 per 1000, being 1°6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhsuses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurrirg in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in th 2 Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1179 deaths included 78 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 6 from 
diphtheria, 32 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 16 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 140 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 44 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 86, 75, and 83 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 78, but were 6 above the corrected 
average ; 11 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth, 9 to Southwark, 
7 each to Islington and Stepney, 5 each to Hammersmith and Bethnal 
Green, and 4 each to Fulham and Wandsworth. The deaths from scarlet — 
Jever, which had been 7, 5, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were 7 
last week, and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 20, 10, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 6, and were 22 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 44, 39, and 33 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were 32 last week, and were 11 below the corrected 
average; 5 deaths belonged to Southwark, and 4 each to Bethnal 
Green and Poplar. Only one death from enteric fever was registered | 
last week, against 1,4, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, the corrected 
average being 7. The deaths from diarrhea which had been 16, 21, and 15 
in the preceding three weeks, were 16 last week, and were 2 above the 
corrected average. Of the 16 deaths from diarrhcea, 9 were those of children 
under 95 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the 
cause of 2 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 4, having been 12,5, and 8 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 2 to burns and 
scalds, and 6 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed.

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 96 cases of small-pox, 1673 of scarlet fever, 
748 of diphtheria, and 52 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 10 cases, against 26, 18, and 33; of scarlet fever, 207 cases, against 
239, 222, and 194; of diphtheria, 94 cases, against 128, 104, and 94; and of 
enteric fever, 12 cases, against 7, 14, and 11. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended May 28th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3817 births and 1621 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population the Births are 115 above and the Deaths 333 below 
the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 15 deaths 
from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 2 from diarrhcoa were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°91 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 56°°0, the latter being 1°°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 1 per cent, 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 28°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°71 inch,

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14:1 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15:5, 15-4, 
and 14°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from all causes, 20:0 in Stockton on Tees, 20-4 in Sunder- 
land and in Newcastle on Tyne, 20°5 in Liverpool, 22°6 in Tynemouth, and 
95:6 in Warrington ; from measles, 2:1 in Rhondda, 2°4 in Hanley and in 
Rochdale, 2:6 in Wallasey, and 3:2 in Birkenhead ; from whooping-cough, 
2-2 in Swansea, 3:1 in Warrington, and 3:2 in Blackburn. Two deaths from 
small-pox were registered in Bradford, and 1 in each of the following towns, 
Leicester, Derby, Manchester, Newcastle on Tyne, and Tynemouth. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2578 BIRTHS and 1187 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 50 above and the deaths 172 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15:1, 
14:3, and 13:2 in the preceding three weeks, was 13°3 last week. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14:0 per 1000, 
being 2°0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods ot 
the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, i 
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The 1187 deaths included 62 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 9 from 
diphtheria, 28 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, and 26 from 
diarrhea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 134 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 47 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 75, 83, and 78 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 62, and were 10 below the corrected 
average; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 7 to Stepney, 
6 each to Bermondsey and Camberwell, 5 each to Lambeth and Deptford, and 
4 each to Shoreditch and Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 5, 4, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last. 
week to 4, and were 9 below the icorrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 10, 14, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 9, and were 19 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 39, 33, and 32 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further fell last week to 28, and were 13 below the 
corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, and 3 each to South- 
wark and Lambeth. The fatal cases of enteric fever which had been 4, 2, 
and 1 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, the corrected average 
being 7. The deaths from diarrhe@a which had been 21, 15, and 16 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 26, and were 10 above the corrected 
average. Of the 26 deaths from diarrhoea, 20 were those of children under 
5) years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause 
of 2 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
-numbered 4, having been 5, 8, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. ‘ 

Different forms of violence caused 67 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 67 deaths, 15 were cases of suicide, and 4 of © 
homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
_ Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to burns and 

scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, 
_and 7 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 95 cases of small-pox, 1647 of scarlet fever, 
721 of diphtheria, and 65 of enteric fever under treatment in _ these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 21 cases, against 18, 33, and 10; of scarlet fever, 193 cases, against 
222, 194, and 207; of diphtheria, 88 cases, against 104, 94,and 94; and of 
enteric fever, 19 cases, against 14, 11, and 12. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended June 4th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3903 births and 1617 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 172 above and 240 below 
the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 9 deaths 
from measles, 2 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, and 5 from 
diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 55°°9, the latter being 2°°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was North-easterly, the horizontal movement of the air being 20 per 
cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 39°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°12 inch,

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus:—The Chelsea Company’ 8 water, collected on the 9th May 
at the drinking fountain in Moore Park Road, had a temperature of 11°2° C.; 100,000 lbs, of it 
contained 27°78 lbs. of solid matter in solution ; the organic substances constituting a portion 
of this matter contained ‘133 lb. of carbon and ‘014 lb. of nitrogen. The above quantity of 
water also contained ‘253 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the total amount 
of combined nitrogen was ‘267 lb. The above weight of water also contained 1°55 lbs, of 
chlorine and 19°3 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other hardening or 
soap-destroying ingredients. 
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The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, 





The samples collected on the 9th May were fully examined. With regard to these, 
taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies 
was:—Kent 0°8, New River 1:1, Grand Junction 2°4, Chelsea, West Middlesex, and South- 
wark 2°5, East London 2°6, and Lambeth 2°8. 


The filtered supplies of the five Companies dealing with water abstracted from the Thames 
were of good quality ; in all cases the water only contained small amounts of organic matter, 
and the average proportion of impurity was even slightly less than that found in the previous 
month. All the samples taken on the 9th May were clear. 


The New River Company’s filtered water derived from the River Lea and deep-wells 
contained a very small proportion of organic impurity, and was clear and of very good 
quality. The sample of the East London Company’s supply taken on the 9th May was drawn 
in a district partly supplied with water obtained from the Thames at Sunbury and gravel 
wells at Hanworth ; the general quality of this mixed water was similar to that distributed by 
the Thames Companies, but it contained a higher proportion of nitric nitrogen and its degree 
of hardness was slightly greater, 


The Kent Company’s water, obtained from deep wells in the chalk, was of great organic 
purity and excellent quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent Company’s water was colourless, and that 
of the New River Company was nearly colourless ; the supplies of the six remaining Companies 
exhibited a very pale yellow colour. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 96 samples of water collected during 
May at various places in the districts supplied by the several Companies have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “oxygen consumed ” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded, The following results were obtained :—

The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash, as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature.

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The tabulated figures show that the supplies of the five Thames Companies were of uniform 
good quality during the whole of May, the average proportion of organic impurity being even 
less than that found in April. The general favourable condition of the Thames, which set in 
towards the middle of March, continuing through April and lasting till nearly the end of May, 
has had a marked effect on the quality of the filtered water delivered in London in April and 
May, and in respect to organic purity and freedom from colour the supplies during these 
months have been much better than at any time since the autumn of 1902. 


The New River Company’s filtered supply, derived from the Lea and wells, was of very 
uniform good quality throughout the month. The Hast London Company’s water, obtained 
chiefly from the Lea, was of good quality, and in respect to organic purity was, on the average, 
slightly superior to the best of the Thames Companies’ supplies. 


All the samples of the Kent Company’s deep-well water were, as usual, of great organic 
purity and excellent quality. 


All the samples of the New River and Kent Companies’ supplies were clear, but in the cases 
of the other Companies the samples, on some occasions, contained minute amounts of rust- 
stained suspended matters.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°8 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15-4, 14:6, 
and 14:2. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from all causes, 18:1 in Preston, 18°6 in Leeds, 18°7 in 
Liverpool, 20°0 in Manchester, 20°6 in St. Helens, 22°6 in Tynemouth, and 
93-7 in Stockport ; from measles, 16 in Hanley, in King’s Norton, and in 
Burnley, 1°7 in Derby, 1°83 in Hull, and 2-4 in St. Helens; from whooping- 
cough, 1:2 in Bolton, 1:3 in Kast Ham, 1-9 in Aston Manor, 2:0 in Blackburn, 
and 3:1 in Warrington. One death from small-yox was registered in 
Stockport, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2583 BIRTHS and 1142 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 28 and the deaths 189 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14:3, 
13-2, and 13°3 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 12°8. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 13-4 
per 1000, being 2°2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

» for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Recto peslgnin and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer King or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1142 deaths included 65 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever, 7 from 
diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 23 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 133 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 42 below the corrected average weekly number. =| 

The deaths from measles, which had been 83, 78, and 62 in the preceding - 
three weeks, rose again last week to 65, the corrected average being 67; 
8 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green, 7 each to Lambeth 
and Camberwell, 6 to Deptford, 5 to Hackney, and 4 to Islington. The deaths - 
from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 7, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, - 
rose again last week to 10, the corrected average being 12. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 14, 6, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, — 
were 7 last week, and were 23 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 33, 32, and 28 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, further fell last week to 25, and were 13 below the — 
corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, and 3 to Lambeth, 
The fatal cases of enteric fever which had been 2, 1, and 5 in the preceding — 
three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average being 6. The deaths 
from diarrhea which had been 15, 16, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell again last week to 23, but were 5 above the corrected average. Of the 
23 deaths from diarrhcea, 18 were those of children under 5 years of age; 
the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 1 more death 
at this age. The deaths attributed directly to inflwenza numbered 5, having 
been 8, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 47 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 38 were attributed to accident or negligence, 
Ten of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to drowning, 
3 to burns and scalds, and 12 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 






CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 80 cases of small-pox, 1630 of scarlet fever, 
696 of diphtheria, and 68 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 7 cases, against 33, 10, and 21; of scarlet fever, 206 cases, against 
194, 207, and 193; of diphtheria, 99 cases, against 94, 94, and 88; and of 
enteric fever, 11 cases, against 11, 12, and 19. ‘Table 10, compiled and 
farnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended June 11th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3899 births and 1576 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 32 above and 241 below 
the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 12 deaths 
from measles, 4 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” 
and 4 from diarrhoea were registered. - 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inche . 
the Thermometer 59°6, the latter being 0°-7 above the week’s average in the 50 oherehert 
The direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 27 per 
cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 449 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0'27 ineh, :

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°2 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedy at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 14°6, 14:2, 
and 13°8. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 18:3 in Stockport and in Oldham, 18°6 in 
West Bromwich, 18°9 in Middlesbrough, 20°0 in Sunderland, 22-0 in Bootle, 
and 22°3 in Birkenhead ; from measles, 2°3 in Hull, 2:7 in Birkenhead, 3-5 in 
St. Helens, and 3°6 in Burnley; from whooping-cough, 2°0 in Blackburn, 
2-2 in Huddersfield, and 2°3 in Warrington. One death from small-pox was 
registered in London, and one each in Walthamstow, Stockport, and 
Newcastle on Tyne, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In Lonpon 2465 BIRTHS and 1143 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 89 and the deaths 172 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
[The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 13:2, 
(3°3, and 12°8 in the preceding three weeks, was 12°8 last week. During 
he four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 13:0 per 
1000, being 2°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
seriods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
xxelude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables] and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected, _

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The 1143 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 55 from measles, 3 from 
scarlet fever, 16 from diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteri 
fever, and 25 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 122 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 47 below the corrected average weekly number. 7 

The death from small-pox belonged to the Borough of Kensington, 
The deaths from measles, which had been 78, 62, and 65 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 55, and were 8 below the corrected 
average ; 11 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 6 to Southwark, 
5 each to Bermondsey and Lambeth, and 4 each to Hackney and Poplar, 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 4, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 3, and were 9 below the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 6, 9, and 7 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose again last week to 16, but were 11 below the corrected 
average ; 3 deaths belonged to Stepney and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 82, 28, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, 
further fell last week to 17, and were 15 below the corrected average. 
The fatal. cases of enteric fever which had been 1, 5, and 3 in the preceding | 
three weeks, were 5 last week, and were equal to the corrected average, 
The deaths from diarrhea which had been 16,26, and 23 in the preceding | 
three weeks, were 25 last week, and were equal to the corrected average, 
Of the 25 deaths from diarrhaea, 19 were those of children under 5 years of. 
age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 5 more 
deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, 
having been 4, 4, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a male, 
aged 40 years, was certified after inquest as due to plomaine poisoning, after 
eating cockles. | 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all of which: 
inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 
» to drowning, 2 to burns and scalds, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 





CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASRE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 83 cases of small-pox, 1629 of scarlet fever, 
671 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 74 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 16 cases, against 10, 21, and 7; of scarlet fever, 199 cases, against 
207, 193, and 206; of diphtheria, 90 cases, against 94, 88, and 99; and of 
enteric fever, 12 cases, against 12, 19, and 11. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified, 
in the County during the week ended June 18th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3730 births and 1574 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 41 and 218 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 8 deaths from 
measles, 2 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 4 
from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°89 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 58°'6, the latter being 1°9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 7 per cent. 
above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 46°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°17 inch.

The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13'5 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimatedy at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 14:2, 13°8, 
and 13:2. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in. each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars.as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday.” 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from all causes, 18:1 in Hull, 19:0 in Manchester and in 
Newcastle on Tyne, 20:0 in Great Yarmouth, 20:3 in Huddersfield, 21°6 in 
Wigan, and 22°8 in Hanley; from meas/es, 1:3 in Leeds and in Rhondda, 
1-4 in Liverpool, in Manchester, in Salford, and in Hull, 1°6 in Hanley, 1°7 in » 
Bootle, 2:7 in Birkenhead, and 3:3 in Brighton and in Huddersfield ; from 
diphtheria, 1:3 in Rhondda, 1-5 in West Hartlepool, and 1°6 in Hanley ; from 
whooping-cough, 1:3 in York, 1-6 in Grimsby, and 5-0 in Great Yarmouth. 
One death from small-pox was registered in London, | in Oldham, and 
% each in Gateshead and Newcastle on Tyne, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.” 


In LONDON 2514 BIRTHS and 1148 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 43 and the deaths 175 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 13:3, 
12:8, and 12:8 in the preceding three weeks, was 12°9 last week. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 13:0 per 
1000, being 2:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong.

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The 1148 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 58 from measles, 7 from 
scarlet fever, 9 from diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric 
fever, and 24 from diarrhcea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 133 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 51 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The fatal case of small-pox belonged to the Borough of Finsbury. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 62, 65, and 55 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 58, but were 1 below the corrected 
average ; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green, 7 to South- 
wark, 6 to Stepney, 5 to Lambeth, and 4 each to Hackney and Wandsworth. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 10, and 3 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were 7 last week, and were 6 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 7, and 16 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 9, and were 21 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
28, 25,and 17 in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 29, 
but were 6 below the corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to St. Pancras, 
4 to Stepney, and 3 each to Shoreditch and Lambeth. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever which had been 5, 3, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 5 last week, the corrected average being 8. The deaths 
from diarrhea which had been 26, 23, and 25 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 24 last week, and were 13 below the corrected average. Of 
the 24 deaths from diarrhoea, 22 were those of children under 5 years of 
age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 2 more 
deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 3, 
having been 4, 5, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 37 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of 
these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns and scalds, 
2 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical purposes, and 4 (of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 74 cases of small-pox, 1631 of scarlet fever, 
684 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 62 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 10 cases, against 21, 7, and 16; of scarlet fever, 254 cases, against 
193, 206, and 199; of diphtheria, 109 cases, against 88, 99, and 90; and of 
enteric fever, 8 cases, against 19, 11, and 12. Table 10, compiled and 
farnishea by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended June 25th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3734 births and 1535 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 13 and 268 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 8 deaths from 
measles, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 6 
from diarrhoea were registered. | 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°84 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 59°:7, the latter being 1°°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 15 per cent, 
below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 68:9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°15 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
Hngland and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 13°5 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 13:8, 13-2, 
and 13:5. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 18:0 in South Shields, 18-2 in Liverpool, 
19-1 in Oldham, 19-9 in Stockport, 21:1 in Burton upon Trent, and 21:4 in 
Huddersfield ; from measles, 1:9 in Oldham, 2-1 in Liverpool, 2:4 in 
St. Helens, 3°6 in Birkenhead, and 5:5 in Huddersfield; from whooping- 
cough, 2°) in Great Yarmouth, 2°3 in Warrington, 2°8 in Blackburn, and 
30 in Burton upon Trent. Five deaths from small-pox were registered in 
Stockport and 1 in Gateshead, but none in any other of the seventy-six 
towns.

in LONDON 2526 BIRTHS and 1154 DEATHS were registered, Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 314 and the deaths 403 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 12:8, 
12°83, and 12°9 in the preceding three weeks, was 12°9 last week. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 12-9 per 
1000, being 2-1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 








* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospita’‘s 
Within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected, 

The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
41 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1154 deaths included 53 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 7 from 
diphtheria, 27 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 39 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 136 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 69 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 65, 55, and 58 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell again last week to 53, the corrected average being 52 ; 
8 deaths belonged. to the Borough of Islington, 8 to Lambeth, 6 to Deptford, 
and 5 to Bethnal Green. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
10, 3, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, and were 
4 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 7, 16, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were 7 last week, and were 26 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 25, 17, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, were 27 last week and were 
8 below the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to Lambeth, and 4 each 
to St. Pancras and Islington. One death was registered from enteric fever 
last week, the corrected average being 8, the fatal cases in the preceding 
three weeks having been 3,5, and 5. The deaths from diarrhea which 
had been 238, 25, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 39, the corrected average being 63. Of the 39 deaths from 
diarrhoea, 32 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term 
gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 5 more deaths at this 
age. ‘The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 6, having been 
d, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 
to drowning, 2 to burns and scalds, and 4 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 71 cases of small-pox, 1685 of scarlet fever, 
721 of diphtheria, and 60 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 10 cases, against 7, 16, and 10; of scarlet fever, 269 cases, against 
206, 199, and 254; of diphtheria, 120 cases, against 99, 90, and 109; and of 
enteric fever, 11 cases, against 11, 12, and 8. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended July 2nd. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3795 births and 1593 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 310 and 448 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 9 deaths from 
measles, 4 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 13 
from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29:94 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 63°-2, the latter being 1°-2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 9 
per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 50°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°22 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annuak rate of 13°7 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 13:2, 13:5, 
and 13:5. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from all causes, 19:1 in Burton upon Trent, 19-4 in 
Middlesbrough, 19°6 in Liverpool, 2!°3 in Rhondda, 22°5 in Huddersfield, 
and 26:2 in Bootle; from measles, 1:7 in Brighton, 1:9 in Liverpool, 2:0 in 
Salford, 2°2 in Huddersfield, 2:4 in St. Helens, and 5°9 in Bootle; from 
whooping-cough, 1°4 in Birkenhead and 2:0 in Burton upon Trent; and from 
diarrhea, 1:3 in Gateshead and in Aston Manor, 1'4 in Norwich, 1°6 in 
Willesden, in West Bromwich, and in Liverpool, 1-7 in Walsall and in 
Rhondda, and 2°5 in Bootle. Two deaths from small-pox were registered 
in Newcastle upon Tyne, and 1 each in ‘Tottenham, Stockport, and 
Gateshead, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2450 BIRTHS and 1152 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the -births ‘were 428 and the deaths 475 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 12:5, 
12-9, and 12°9 in the preceding three weeks, was 12°9 last week. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 12°9 per 
1000, being 2-4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 








* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1152 deaths included 39 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 7 from 
diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, and 57 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 145 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 98 below the corrected average weekly number, 

The deaths from measles, which had been 55, 58, and 53 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 39, and were 6 below the corrected 
average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 5 to Bethnal Green, 
and 3 each to Lambeth and Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 3, 7, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week 
to 8, and were 3 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 16, 9, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 7 last week, 
and were 27 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 17, 29, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, were 29 ] 
week and were 6 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to St, 
Pancras, and 3 to Hackney. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 5, 5, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose again to 5 last week, 
but were 3 belowthe corrected average, The deaths from diarrhea which 
had been 25, 24, and 39 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last 
week to 57, but were 51 below the corrected average; 6 deaths belonge¢ 
to Wandsworth, 5 each to Lambeth and Woolwich, and 4 to Southwark. Of 
the 57 deaths from diarrhoea, 54 were those of children under 5 years of 
age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 10 more 
deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 4, 
having been 4, 3, and 6 in the preceding three weeks. 

_ Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, 1 of homicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining’ 39 were 
attributed to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 6 to drowning, 3 to heat apoplexy, 3 to burns and 
scalds, 1 to the effects of an anzsthetic administered for surgical purposes, 
and 4 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. . 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 62 cases of small-pox, 1698 of scarlet fever, 
764 of diphtheria, and 61 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 7 cases, against 16, 10,and 10; of scarlet fever, 229 cases, against 
199, 254, and 269; of diphtheria, 128 cases, against 90, 109, and 120 ; and of 
enteric fever, 16 cases, against 12, 8, and 11. Table 10, compiled and 
farnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended July 9th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3622 births and 1641 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 509 and 490 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 9 deaths from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, and 
21 from diarrhoea were registered. 

METEOROLOGY. S| 

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°91] inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 68"'1, the latter being 5°°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 16 per 


cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 84:7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:01 inch. » |

With regard to these, 
taking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied by each of the Metropolitan Water Companies 
was:—Kent 0°6, New River 1:1, East London 1°8, Chelsea 2°8, Southwark 3'1, West 
Middlesex 3°3, Grand Junction 4°5, and Lambeth 5:1. 


The filtered supplies distrihuted on the 6th June by the five Companies dealing with Thames 
water contained, in all cases, more organic matter than in the previous month. The incre- 
ment in impuriiy in the Chelsea, West Middlesex, and Southwark waters was only slight, and 
the supplies were clear and of good quality ; the Grand J unction and Lambeth waters were also 
clear, but the quality was not quite so good, as they contained more organic matter and had a 
deeper colour than the other Thames supplies. 


Of the supplies chiefly obtained from the River Lea and wells, that of the New River 
Company was clear and of very good quality. The East London water was also oz good 
quality, and in respect to organic purity was superior to all the Thames-derived waters, but 
it contained a very minute amount of rust-stained suspended matter. 


The Kent Company’s deep-well water was, as usual, of high organic purity and excellent 
quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent Company’s water was colourless, and that 
of the New River Company nearly colourless; the Chelsea, West Middlesex and Southwark 
waters were very pale yellow, and the Grand Junction and Lambeth supplies had a pale yellow 
colour. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 96 samples of water collected during 
June at various places in the areas supplied by the several Companies and the Water Board, 
have been examined, and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed ” 
(measure of organic pollution) and “ albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous 
organic pollution) ; the degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or 
of disturbance in the mains), has also been recorded. The following results were obtained :—

_ The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash, as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature, 
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With reference to the five Thames-derived supplies, the above results, when compared with 
those obtained in the previous month, show that in every case the maximum and average 
proportions of organic impurity were greater; the increase in organic matter was due to the 
heavy rains, and consequent rise in the river which occurred towards the end of May and the 
early part of June. Owing to the utilization of stored water, the Chelsea, West Middlesex, 
and Southwark supplies were least affected, and they maintained their good quality through- 
out the month. In the cases of the Grand Junction and Lambeth waters, the highest amounts 
of organic matter were recorded from the 3rd to the 10th, but the supplies were then of fair 
quality, and during the other part of the month of good quality. The results of the regular 
examination of the supply distributed from the Lambeth works afford little or no indication 
that the 15°9 days’ storage, which according to the latest published report of the Water 
Examiner these works now possess, was made use of during the month. 


The filtered Lea and well water distributed from the New River works was of very good 
quality ; the proportion of organic matter in this portion of the Metropolitan supply has now 
been very small and uniform for upwards of two months. The average amount of organic 
impurity in the Hast London supply was practically identical with that recorded in May, and 
the general quality of the supply was superior to that derived from the Thames. 


The Kent Company’s deep-well water maintained its usual organic purity and excellent 
quality throughout the month. 


All the samples drawn from the services furnished from the Chelsea, West Middlesex, Grand 
Junction, New River, and Kent works were clear, but in the cases of the supplies sent out 
from the Southwark, Lambeth, and East London works, several samples were found to contain 
minute amounts of rust-stained suspended matters.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 

England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14:1 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 13°5, 13:5, 
and 13:7. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 
- The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 18°2 in Birkenhead, 18°6 in Bootle, 19°3 in 
Sunderland, 19°6 in Rhondda, 19:7 in Burnley, 20°0 in St. Helens, and 20:3 
in Liverpool; from measles, 2°0 in Leeds, 2:1 in Rhondda, 2°2 in Bradford, 
24 in St. Helens, 3:2 in Birkenhead, 3°3 in Huddersfield, and 5:1 in Bootle ; 
from whooping-cough, 2:0 in Blackburn and 4:0 in Burton upon Trent; and 
from diarrhea, 2:6 in Rhondda, 2°7 in Birmingham, 2°8 in Tottenham, 3°1 in 
West Ham and in Liverpool, 3:5 in Wallasey, 4°3 in Stockport, and 7°1 in 
Aston Manor. Two deaths from small-pox were registered in Newcastle 
upon Tyne, and 1 each in London, Rochdale, and Gateshead, but none in any 
other of the seventy-six towns.

in LONDON 2472 BIRTHS and 1320 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 117 and the deaths 247 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 12°9 
in each of the three preceding weeks, rose last week to 148. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 13°4 per 
1000, being 2°6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. ,

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The 1320 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 49 from measles, 4 from 
scarlet fever, 14 from diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric 
fever, and 161 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 255 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 68 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The fatal case of small-pox belonged to the Borough of Finsbury, 
The deaths from measles, which had been 58, 53, and 39 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 49, the corrected average being 48; 
7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 7 to Lambeth, 5 to Bethnal 
Green, and 3 each to St. Pancras, Hackney, Southwark, Bermondsey, and 
Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 9, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 4, and were 11 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 7, and 7 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 14, but were 20 below 
the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to Hackney and 3 to Stepney. ‘The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 29, 27, and 29 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 21, and were 14 below the corrected average; 
3 deaths belonged to Southwark. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had been 5,1, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were again 5 last week, 
the corrected average being 7. The deaths from diarrhwa which had been 
24, 39, and 57 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 161, 
but were 21 below the corrected average ; 22 deaths belonged to Stepney, 
18 to Lambeth, 11 to Hackney, 10 to Bermondsey, and 9 each to Shoreditch 
and Poplar. Of the 161 deaths from diarrhoea, 154 were those of children 
under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the 
cause of 11 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 2, having been 3, 6, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 
The death of a horsehair dresser, aged 40 years, was certified after inquest as 
(lue to anthrax. . 

Different forms of violence caused 83 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 83 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 69 were attributed to accident or negligence, 
Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 10 to drowning, 
) to heat apoplexy, 8 to burns and scalds, 1 to the effects of an anestheti¢e 
administered for surgical purposes, and 15 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. ; 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 51 cases of small-pox, 1754 of scarlet fever, 
767 of diphtheria, and 58 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of- 
small-pox, 6 cases, against 10, 10,and 7; of scarlet fever, 234 cases, against : 
204, 269, and 229; of diphtheria, 127 cases, against 109, 120, and 128; and of 
enteric fever, 12 cases, against 8, 11, and 16. Table 10, compiled and — 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended July 16th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3788 births and 1835 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 33 and 272 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 5 deaths from 
measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, an 
54 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°91 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 67°'1, the latter being 4°°2 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 2 per 
cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 74°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°04 inch.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°4 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 13:5, 13°7, 
and 14:1. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
yates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 22:1 in West Ham, 22°6 in Birmingham, 
94-7 in Rhondda, 25'8 in Stockport, 27-1 in St. Helens, and 29°8 in Liverpool ; 
from measles, 1‘8 in Salford, 2°1 in Hull, 23 in Birkenhead, 2:4 in Hanley, 
9-7 in Huddersfield, 3°5 in St. Helens, and 3:9 in Grimsby ; from whooping- 
cough, 4:°0 in Burton upon Trent ; and from diarrhea, 6:0 in Tottenham, 
6-1 in Leyton, 6°3 in Nottingham, 6°8 in Bootle, 7°0 in Birmingham and in 
Stockport, 9°2 in West Ham, 10-2 in Liverpool, and 11°0 in Aston Manor. 
Two deaths from small-pox were registered in London, and 1 each in 
Warrington, Manchester, and Newcastle upon Tyne, but none in any other 
of the seventy-six towns.

tn LONDON 2467 BIRTHS and 1423 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 143 and the deaths 315 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been bgt 
12°9, and 14°8 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16-0. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14:2 
per 1000, being 2°9 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

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The 1423 deaths included 2 from small-pox, 36 from measles, 7 from 
scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, 13 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric 
fever, and 301 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from — 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 370 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 57 below the corrected average weekly number. 

Of the 2 deaths from smaill-pox, 1 belonged to the Borough of Finsbury 
and 1 to Bethnal Green. The deaths from measles, which had been 53, 39, 
and 49 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 36, and were 
11 below the corrected average; 8 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington, 5 to Greenwich, 4 to Lambeth, and 3 each to Fulham, Hackney, 
and Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 8, and 4 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 7, but were 7 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
7, 7, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last weel to 5, and were 
81 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 27, 29, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week 
to 13, and were 21 below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 1, 5, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were 
6 last week, the corrected average being 10. The deaths from diarrhaa, 
which had been 39, 57, and 161 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
last week to 301, and were 15 above the corrected average; 37 deaths 
belonged to Stepney, 23 each to Shoreditch, Poplar, and Southwark, 20 to 
Lambeth, 18 to Hackney, 13 to Fulham, and 12 to Bethnal Green. Of the 
301 deaths from diarrhoea, 291 were those of children under 5 years of age ; 
the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 17 more deaths 
at this age. The deaths attributed directly to imflwenza numbered 2, 
having been 6, 4, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a 
female, aged 16 years, was certified after inquest as due to ptomaine 
poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 83 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 83 deaths, 19 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident 
or negligence. Ten of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 
6 to drowning, 3 to heat apoplexy, 10 to burns and scalds, and 8 (of infants 
under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 
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CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 46 cases of small-pox, 1784 of scarlet fever, 
770 of diphtheria, and 67 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 7 cases, against 10,7, and 6; of scarlet fever, 243 cases, against 
269, 229, and 234; of diphtheria, 127 cases, against 120, 128, and 127; and of 
enteric fever, 20 cases, against 11, 16, and 12. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended July 23rd. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3734 births and 2094 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 123 and 304 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 3 deaths from 
measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, and 
102 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°71 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 65°°4, the latter being 3°°1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 22 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 34°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°83 inches,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS ol 
‘England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19°8 per 1000 of their 

aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 13°7, 14:1, 
and 164. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from all causes, 26°3 in Stockport, 26°8 in Birkenhead, 
30-7 in West Ham, 32°1 in Bootle, 33°6 in St. Helens, and 37:6 in Liverpool; 
from measles, 16 in Bradford, 1-7 in Rhondda, 1°8 in Birkenhead, 2°1 in 
Hull, and 5°9 in Bootle; from diphtheria, 1:5 in Halifax and in Bradford ; 
and from diarrhea, 11:7 in Walthamstow, 11°8 in Bootle and in St. Helens, 
12:5 in East Ham, 14-0 in Stockport, 15-4 in West Ham, 15°6 in Aston Manor, 
wnd 17°9 in Liverpool. Two deaths from small-pox were registered in 
Stockport, and 1 each in London, Liverpool, Warrington, Manchester, and 
Gateshead, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2302 BIRTHS and 1745 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 394 and the deaths 33 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 12-9, 
14:8, and 16:0 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 1X6. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°8 
per 1000, being 2:5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding, 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to whicb they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1745 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 31 from measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever, 10 from diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric 
fever, and 558 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 630 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 158 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox belonged to the Borough of Shoreditch. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 39, 49, and 36 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 31, and were 10 below the corrected average ; 
5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth, 4 each to Islington and 
Poplar, and 3 each to Shoreditch, Stepney, and Southwark. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 4, and 7 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 2,and were 11 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 7, 14, and 5 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 10, but were 27 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 29, 21, and 13 
in the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 21, but were 8 below 
the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 
5, 5, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 7 last week, the corrected 
average being 10, The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 57, 161, 
and 301 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 558, and 
were 219 above the corrected average; 54 deaths belonged to Poplar, 
53 to Stepney, 41 to Southwark, 37 each to Fulham and Hackney, 35 to 
Lambeth, 34 to Camberwell, 32 to Wandsworth, 25 to Bermondsey, and 2. to 
Shoreditch. Of the 558 deaths from diarrhcea, 540 were those of children 
under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the 
cause of 24 more deaths at this age. One death was attributed directly 
to influenza, the numbers having been 4, 2, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks. The death of a male, aged 42 years, was certified after inquest 
as due to ptomaine poisoning from eating putrid pork. 

Different forms of violence caused 63 deaths, concerning all but 3 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 63 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 53 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of 
these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to drowning, 5 to heat 
apoplexy, and 10 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 32 cases of small-pox, 1758 of scarlet fever, 
786 of diphtheria, and 66 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 7, 6, and 7; of scarlet fever, 166 cases, against 
229, 234, and 243; of diphtheria, 115 cases, against 128, 127, and 127; and of 
enteric fever, 9 cases, against 16, 12, and 20. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended July 30th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3475 births and 2634 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for inerease of population the births were 493 below, and the deaths 157 
above the respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous 
ten years. In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great 
towns, 7 deaths from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 5 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 189 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°91 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 68°°1, the latter being 5°°9 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 9 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 67°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°08 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
_ England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 22°1 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 14:1, 16:4, 
and 19°8. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were:—from all causes, 32°4 in Aston Manor, 33:0 in East Ham, 
34°6 in York, 35°5 in Bootle, 35°7 in Wigan, 36°7 in Leyton, and 37°7 in Liver- 
pool; from measles, 1:2 in Brighton and in Hull, 1°6 in Stockport and in Salford, 
and 4:2 in Bootle; from whooping-cough, 1‘7 in Bootle and in Rhondda, 2°7 in 
Huddersfield, and 4:0 in Burton upon Trent; and from diarrhea, 14:0 in 
Burnley, 15:1 in Birmingham, 16:2 in Hull, 16-4 in Walthamstow, 16°6 
in West Ham, 17°8 in East Ham, 18-0 in York, 18°5 in Liverpool, 18°6 in 
Bootle, 21:4 in Aston Manor, and 21°6 in Leyton. One death from small-pox 
was registered in London, 1 in Coventry, and 1 in Stockport, but none in any 
other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


in LONDON 2730 BIRTHS and 1912 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 269 and the deaths 170 above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14'8, 
16:0, and 19°6 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 21-4. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18:0 
per 1000, being 1:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods oi the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitais 
within the County of London.

The 1912 deaths included 1 from small-pox, 36 from measles, 10 from — 


scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 21 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, and 687 from diarrhoea, but not one death from typhus or from 
ill-defined pyrexia; thus, 764 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 303 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The death from small-pox belonged to the Borough of Shoreditch. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 49, 36, and 31 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose again last week to 36, but were 3 below the corrected average ; 
4 deaths belonged to Shoreditch and 4 to Wandsworth. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 4, 7, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again last week to 10, but were 3 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 14, 5, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell again last week to 7, and were 28 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 13, and 21 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 21 last week, and were 9 below the corrected 
average; 5 deaths belonged to Lambeth and 4 to Southwark. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 5, 6, and 7 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 2, and were 8 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea, which had been 161, 301, and 558 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 687, and were 354 above the corrected 
average ; 51 deaths belonged to Stepney, 48 to Southwark, 47 to Lambeth, 
40 to Camberwell, 38 to Islington, 37 to Hackney, and 35 to Fulham and 
to Battersea. Of the 687 deaths from diarrhoea, 660 were those of children 
under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the 
cause of 30 more deaths at this age. 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths,-concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 62 deaths, 9 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 53 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of 
these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 12 to drowning, 2 to 
burns and scalds, 1 to heat stroke, and 9 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 21 cases of smal]l-pox, 1763 of scarlet fever, 
780 of diphtheria, and 71 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, no cases, against 6, 7, and 2; of scarlet fever, 189 cases, against 
284, 248, and 166; of diphtheria, 105 cases, against 127, 127, and 115; and of 
enteric fever, 16 cases, against 12, 20, and 9. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended August 6th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 4153 births and 2941 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 506 and 471 above the respective 
- averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 4 deaths from 
diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, and 254 from diarrhwa were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 5 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29-90 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 61°-0, the latter being 1°°5 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 18 per 
cent. below the week's average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 62°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°06 inch,

England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 22°7 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 16-4, 19°8, 
and 221. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 31:0 in Hanley, 31-4 in Tynemouth, 
31:8 in St. Helens, 32°1 in Salford, 32°3 in Tottenham, 33-4 in York, 34:0 in 
Wigan, 34°6 in Bootle, and 39:1 in Liverpool; from measies, 13 in Rhondda, 
15 in Bradford, 2:0 in Blackburn, 2°7 in Huddersfield, and 38°) in Halifax ; - 
and from diarrhea, 14:0 in Grimsby, 14:1 in Leyton and in Wigan, 14°3 in 
Reading, 14°6 in West Ham, 16°6 in Tottenham and in Hull, 17°4 in Hast 
Ham, 17:7 in Bootle, 18-0 in York, and 18°5 in Liverpool. 


LONDON.” 


'n LONDON 2525 BIRTHS and 1923 DEATHS were registered, Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 235 below and the deaths 163 above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16:0, 
19°6, and 21:4 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 21°6. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19-7 
per 1000, being equal to the mean rate in the corresponding periods of 
the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1923 deaths included 42 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 9 from 
diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, and 705 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 783 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 342 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 36, 31, and 36 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose again last week to 42, and were 7 above the corrected 
average ; 6 deaths belonged to Islington, 6 to Shoreditch and 5 each to 
St. Pancras and Lambeth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
7, 2, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 4, and 
were 10 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 5, 10, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 9 
last week, and were 25 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 13, 21, and 21 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 17 last week, and were 13 below the corrected 


average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 6, 7, and 2 in — 


the preceding three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 5 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 301, 558, and 687 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 705, and were 391 above 
the corrected average ; 54 deaths belonged to Stepney, 45 to Hackney, 44 to 
Wandsworth, 42 to Lambeth, 40 to Camberwell, 34 each to Islington and 
Southwark, 33 to Poplar, 32 each to Fulham and St. Pancras, 31 to Shore- 
ditch, and 30 to Bermondsey. Of the 705 deaths from diarrhoea, 682 were 
those of childrén under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used 
to denote the cause of 43 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed 


directly to influenza numbered 4, having been 2, 1, and 0 in the preceding ~ 


three weeks. The death of a female, aged 44 years, was certified, after an 

inquest, as caused by plomaine poisoning, due to eating fried fish. | 
Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 

which inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 


while the remaining 48 were attributed to accident or negligence. Five of © 
these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to burns and scaldsg, — 


5) to drowning, 2 to heat stroke, 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered 
for surgical purposes, 1 to suffocation, due to poisoning by illuminating gas, 
and 6 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 18 cases of small-pox, 1745 of scarlet fever, 
795 of diphtheria, and 89 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 7, 2, and 0; of scarlet fever, 198 cases, against 
243, 166, and 189; of diphtheria, 121 cases, against 127, 115, and 105; and of 


enteric fever, 42 cases, against 20, 9, and 16. Table 10, compiled and — 


furnishea by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended August 13th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3904 births and 2888 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 179 below and 386 above the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 7 deaths 
from measles, 1 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from fever, 
and 186 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°75 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 59°'5, the latter being 2°°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
45 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 38°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°47 inch.

I HAVE to report to you the results of the chemical analysis and physical examination of 
the water supplied to London, by the Metropolitan Water Board and the New River 
Company, during the month of July. 


Thirteen samples were taken in the New River Company’s area and the same number from 
each of the Water Board’s districts, making altogether a total of 104 samples for the month.

The Table is to be read thus :—The water collected in the “ Chelsea” district of the Water 
Board on the 4th July at the cab rank in Victoria Street had a temperature of 18:2° C, ; 
100,000 lbs. of it contained 2848 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances 
constituting a portion of this matter contained ‘132 lb. of carbon and -015 Ib. of nitrogen, 
The above quantity of water also contained ‘232 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the 
total amount of combined nitrogen was ‘247 lb. The above weight of water also contained 
1°6 lb. of chlorine and 20°0 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other 
hardening or soap-destroying ingredients, 
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The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7 and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardnessin the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

The samples collected on the 4th July were fully examined. With regard to these, 
teking the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount — 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied from each of the Metropolitan District — 
Works was:—Kent 0°9, New River 1:1, East London 1:9, Grand Junction 2°0, Southwark 2°2, — 
and Chelsea, West Middlesex and Lambeth 2°5, 


The filtered Thames water distriluted on the 4th July from the five district works of the 
Water Board contained, in each case, less organic matter than in J une, and the average 
proportion of organic impurity for the five supplies was the lowest recorded this year. All the 
samples were clear and of good quality. 


The New River Company's supply, obtained chiefly from the River Lea and wells, contained 
only a very small amount of organic matter and was clear and of very good quality. The 
filtered Lea supply, distributed from the Water Board’s East London district works at Lea 
Bridge, contained somewhat less organic matter than the supplies obtained from the Thames; 
it was clear and of very good quality. 


The deep-well water sent out from the “ Kent” district works was, as usual, of high organic - 
purity and excellent quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent water was colourless, and that from the 
‘New River works nearly colourless; the supplies distributed from the other district works 
exhibited a very pale yellow colour. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 104 samples of water, collected during 
July at various places in the districts supplied by the Water. Board and the New River 
Company, have been examined, and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen 
consumed”? (measure of organic pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of 
nitrogenous organic pollution) ; the degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of 
filtration or of disturbance in the mains), has also been recorded. The following results were 
obtained :—

The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash, as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two — 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature. |

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_ he heavy rains which occurred in the Thames valley in May and June caused an increase 
in the proportion of organic matter in all the filtered Thames waters during the latter month, 
put by the beginning of July the river had recovered its good condition, and the above results 
show that the five Thames supplies, distributed from the Water Board's district works, were of 
uniform good quality throughout the month. The average proportion of organic matter in 
the whole of the Thames supplies for July was the lowest recorded up to the present time this 
year. 


The New River Company’s filtered Lea and well water contained only a small amount of 
organic matter, and this supply has now for upwards of three months maintained a very 
uniform good quality. 


All the samples collected in the Water Board’s East London district were of good quality, 
and the average proportion of organic matter found was slightly less than that present in the 
filtered Thames water supplies. 


All the samples of deep-well water drawn in the Water Board's Kent district were of high 
organic purity and excellent quality. 


All the samples collected in the West Middlesex, New River, and Kent districts were clear, 
but in the cases of the other districts on a few occasions the samples contained very minute 
amounts of rust-stained suspended matter.

Note.—The Return for July, 1904, as compared with that for the corresponding month of 1903, 
shows an increase of 20,048 services, and of 19,045,878 gallons of water supplied daily. Owing to 
changes of area, the returns for 1904 are not strictly comparable with those for 1903, 
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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS ol 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 20°5 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 19°8, 22°1, 
and 22:7. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 27°2 in East. Ham, 27°3 in Rhondda, 
29-3 in Plymouth, 29:4 in Liverpool, 29:5 in Birkenhead, 30:4 in Bootle, 31°6 
in Wigan, 31°8 in Hanley, and 33°5 in Salford; from measles, 1°6 in Hanley, 
in West Bromwich, and in Grimsby, 1°77 in Rhondda, 2°7 in Huddersfield, 
3-2 in Plymouth, 3:4 in Bootle, and 3°6 in Birkenhead ; from scarlet fever, 
1-7 in Northampton and in Barrow in Furness, and 2°4 in Hanley; from 
whooping-cough, 2:0 in Great Yarmouth ; and from diarrhea, 12°3 in Salford, 
127 in Bootle, 13-1 in Walsall, 13:4 in Liverpool, 14-1 in York, 14°8 in Hull, 
15° in Walthamstow, and 16°5 in East Ham. One death from small-poxr 
was registered in Bury and one in Salford, but none in any other of the 


seventy-six towns.

tn LONDON .2575 BIRTHS and 1682 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 80 below and the deaths 49 above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which bad been 19°6, 
21-4, and 21°6 in the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 18:9. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 20:4 
per 1000, being 1:0 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1908.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospita.s 
within the County of London.

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The 1682 deaths included 30 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 19 from 
diphtheria, 20 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 483 from 


diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 565 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 174 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 31, 36, and 42 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 30, the corrected average being 32; 5 deaths: 


belonged to the Borough of Poplar and 4 to Lambeth. The deaths from — 


scarlet fever, which had been 2, 10, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 


rose again last week to 9, but were 5 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 10, 7, and 9 in the preceding 


three weeks, rose again last week to 19, but were 10 below the corrected 
average ; 5 deaths belonged to Woolwich and 4 to Stepney. The deaths 


from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 21, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 20 last week, and were 6 below the corrected 


average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 2, and 6 in 


the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, and were 9 below the corrected — 
average, The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 558, 687, and 705 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell again last week to 483, but were 207 above — 
the corrected average ; 39 deaths belonged to Islington, 34 to Camberwell, | 


28 to Stepney, 27 to Wandsworth, and 25 each to Hackney, Southwark, 


and Lambeth. Of the 483 deaths from diarrhoea, 465 were those of © 


children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote 


the cause of 29 more deaths at this age. One death was attributed directly — 


to influenza, the deaths in the preceding three weeks having been 1,0), and 4. 
The death of a female, aged 54 years, was certified, after an inquest, as caused — 
by ptomaine poisoning, due to eating bad fish. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, 


and 4 of homicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to accident or | 


negligence. Two of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 


to drowning, 2 to burnsand scalds, 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered | 


for surgical purposes, and 7 (including 6 of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 13 cases of small-pox, 1781 of scarlet fever, 
813 of diphtheria, and 121 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of. 
small-pox, no cases, against 2, 0, and 2; of scarlet fever, 263 cases, against 
166, 189, and 198; of diphtheria, 130 cases, against 115, 105, and 121; and of 


enteric fever, 46 cases, against 9, 16, and 42. Table 10, compiled and ~ 


furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended August 20th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3936 births and 2539 deaths were registered. Allowing — 


for increase of population these numbers are 5 below, and 190 above the. 


respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. — 


In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 3 deaths —

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:2 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 22:1, 22°7, 
and 20°5, Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 26°3 in Stockport and in Hull, 26°6 in 
Salford, 27:2 in Liverpool, 27°4 in Plymouth, 27:5 in Middlesbrough, 28°5 in 
Hanley, and 28-7 in Bootle; from measles, 1°8 in Plymouth and 2°5 in Bootle; 
from diphtheria, 1°8 in Rochdale; from whooping-cough, 2°7 in Norwich, 
3-0 in Burton upon Trent, and 3°9 in Grimsby; and from diarrhea, 8-0 in 
Newport (Mon.), 8:1 in Stockport, 8°3 in York, 8:6 in Middlesbrough, 9°3 in 
Liverpool, 10°3 in Hull, 10°6 in Hanley, 11°6 in Warrington, 11°83 in Bootle, 
and 12°5 in Wigan. One death from small-pox was registered in Warrington, 
one in Preston, and one in Gateshead, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.” 


In LONDON 2160 BIRTHS and 1459 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 532 and the deaths 119 below 
the averagé numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21-4,’ 
21-6, and 189 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 16-4. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19°6 
per 1000, being 0:7 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1459 deaths included 15 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 8 from 
diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 12 from enteric fever, and 338 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 404 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 50 above the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 36, 42, and 30 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 15, and were 9 below the corrected 
average ; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 10, 4, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 6 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 7, 9, and 19 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 8, and were 19 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 17, and 20 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 25, the corrected 
average being 27; 5 deaths belonged to Lambeth and 4 to Stepney. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 2, 6, and 4 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 12, being equal to the corrected 
average ; 3 deaths belonged to Hackney and 3 to Bermondsey. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 687, 705, and 483 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 338, but were 87 above the corrected 
average ; 29 deaths belonged to Islington, 22 each to Lambeth and Battersea, 
21 to Hackney, 18 to Bermondsey, 17 to St. Pancras, 16 to Camberwell, 
and 15 each to Stepney and Southwark. Of the 338 deaths from diarrhea, 
318 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis 
was used to denote the cause of 32 more deaths at this age. The deaths 
attributed dircetly to influenza numbered 2, having been 0, 4, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks. Two deaths were caused by plomaine poisoning, — 
due to eating fried fish and unsound food respectively. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all but 2 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 47 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 
to drowning, 2 to sunstroke, 1 to the effects of an anzsthetic administered 
for surgical purposes, and 5 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed, 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 9 cases of small-pox, 1819 of scarlet fever, 
827 of diphtheria, and 135 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 0, 2, and 0; of scarlet fever, 266 cases, against 
189, 198, and 263; of diphtheria, 127 cases, against 105, 121, and 130; and of 
enteric fever, 35 cases, against 16, 40, and 46. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended August 27th. | 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3320 births and 2122 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 651 and 152 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 5 deaths 
from measles, 5 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from “ fever,” 
and 95 from diarrhwa were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°83 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 61°*0, the latter being 1°°0 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 17 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 39°0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°01 inches,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT ToOwNSs of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17:5 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 22-7, 20°5, 
and 18:2. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. - 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 25:0 in Rotherham, 25°3 in St. Helens, 
26°5 in Tynemouth, 28-4 in Plymouth, 29°9 in Wigan, 31°8 in Hanley, and 
33°0 in Great Yarmouth ; from measles, 1-4 in Plymouth ; from diphtheria, 
15 in Bradford and in Wesi, Hartlepool, 1°6 in Hanley, and 1°7 in Bootle ; 
from whooping-cough, 1:6 in West Bromwich and 3:0 in Great Yarmeuth ; 
and from diarrhea, 8:2 in Preston and in Hull, 8-3 in Wigan, 8-6 in Grimsby 
-and in Liverpool, 9:0 in Great Yarmouth, 9°3 in Burnley, 10:1 in Bootle, 
10°5 in Plymouth, and 12°2 in Hanley. Two deaths from small-pox were 
-registered in Salford, 1 in Manchester, and 1 in Newcastle on Tyne, but 
none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2504 BIRTHS and 1354 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 97 and the deaths 207 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which bad been 21°6, 
18:9, and 16:4 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 15:2. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18-0 
per 1000, being 0°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 

periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increases in the last intercensal period. 
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the 1354 deaths included 8 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 20 from 
diphtheria, 16 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 258 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia; thus, 312 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 21 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 42, 30, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 8, and were 13 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 9, and 6 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 2, the corrected average 
being 11. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 19, and 8 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 20, but were 8 below the 
corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green, 
and 3to Hackney. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 17, 
20, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 16, and were 
12 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to Lambeth. 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 6, 4, and 12 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 8 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 705, 483, and 338 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 258, but were 31 above 
the corrected average; 25 deaths belonged to Stepney, 20 to Poplar, 18 to 
Lambeth, 16 to Islington, 15 to Woolwich, and 14 each to Southwark and 
Greenwich. Of the 258 deaths from diarrhcea, 233 were those of children 
under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the 
cause of 1] more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 2, having been 4, 1, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 40 deaths, 10 were cases of suicide, 
while the remaining 30 were attributed to accident or negligence. Ten 
of these latter were referred to drowning, 1 to a fall from a bicycle, 


1 to scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical. 


purposes, and 5 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 8 cases of small-pox, 1816 of scarlet fever, 
814 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 158 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 2, 0, and 2; of scarlet fever, 234 cases, against 
198, 263, and 266; of diphtheria, 104 cases, against 121, 130, and 127; and of 


enteric fever, 41 cases, against 40, 46, and 35. Table 10, compiled and | 


furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 


London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified | 


in the County during the week ended September 38rd. 
GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3767 births and 1916 deaths were registered. Allowing 


for increase of population these numbers are 101 and 297 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 2 deaths 


from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from whooping- 


cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 65 from diarrhoea were registered.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°89 inches, and that of — 
the Thermometer 57°:0, the latter being 1°°9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, —

The samples collected on the 15th August were fully examined. With regard to t 
teking the’average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Compan 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amour 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied from each of the District Works was:— 
Kent 0°7, New River 1°1, East London 2°1, Grand Junction 2°2, Chelsea 2°3, Lambeth 2: 
Southwark 2°5, and West Middlesex 2°7. } 

The water distributed in the five districts supplied with filtered Thames water was of goo 
quality ; all the samples taken on August 15th were clear, and the mean proportion of organic

The filtered Lea and deep-well water distributed from the New River district works was” 
clear and of very good quality. ” 


The water taken in the East London district on the 15th contained a small proportion of 
water obtained from the Hanworth gravel wells; the supply was clear and of good quality. 








The deep-well water sent out from the ‘ Kent” district works was, as usual, of great organi | 
purity and excellent quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the waters distributed in the different districts 
presented the following appearances :—Kent, colourless ; New River, nearly colourless ; an 
the Chelsea, West Middlesex, Southwark, Grand Junction, Lambeth, and Hast London supplies 
had a very pale yellow tint. . 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 104 samples of water, collected during 
August at various places in the districts supplied by the Water Board have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed” (measure of organie¢ 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded.

An examination of the above figures shows that the filtered Thames istri 
from five of the district works, was of a very uniform character, he et ig te 
proportion of organic matter it contained, during the whole month, and from reference to 
dng records it is evident that the Thames-derived supply was well up to its best summer 
quality. 

The filtered Lea and deep-well water supplied in the New River distri ibi i 
rise in the amount of organic matter in the early part of the month. Rego prep ae 
again fallen to the low proportion which had been found in this supply during the three 
months ending July 31st. The New River water was of very good quality during the whole 
of August, for even the maximum proportion of organic impurity found was no more than 
half of that recorded in the case of the Thames-derived water. 


The East London district supply obtained chiefly from the River Lea, but suppl 

; ( emented 
with filtered water obtained from the Thames and wells, maintained its good fealty during 
the whole month, and the average proportion of organic impurity found was slightly less 
than in the water obtained exclusively from the River Thames. 


The thirteen samples of deep-well water taken in the Kent district were of uniform high 
organic purity and excellent quality. 7 
All the samples drawn in the Kent, New River, Chelsea, West Middlesex, and Grand Junction 


districts were clear, but in the cases of the Southwark, Lambeth, and East London district 
supplies, on some occasions the samples contained minute amounts of rust-stained suspended

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17:0 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 20-5, 18:2, 
and 17°5. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 24:0 in Walsall, 24-7 in Stockport, 24°8 in 
Warrington, 25°1 in Hull, 25°5 in Sunderland, 26:1 in Hanley, 27:8 in Salford, 
and 31°6 in Wigan; from whooping-cough, 1:2 in Bristol, 1:7 in Wigan, 
2-0) in Great Yarmouth, and 2°6 in Barrow in Furness; and from diarrhea, 
7:1 in Gateshead, 7°5 in Ipswich and in Wigan, 7°8 in Hull, 8:5 in Warrington, 
9-3 in Burnley and in Sunderland, and 12:2 in Hanley. Three deaths from 

_small-pox were registered in Oldham, 1 in Preston, and 1 in Gateshead, but 
none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2514 BIRTHS and 1360 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 109 and the deaths 132 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18°, 
164, and 15:2 in the preceding three weeks, was 15:3 last week. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16°5 per 
1000, being 1:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods 
oi the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of 
London are, for the purposes of Tables1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they 
belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected, 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1360 deaths included 8 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 9 from 
diphtheria, 16 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, and 189 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia ; "thus, 245 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, - 
being 44 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 30, 15, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 8 below the corrected average, 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 6, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 14, and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 19, 8, and 20 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 9, and were 24 below the 
corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Poplar. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 20, 25, and 16 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 16 last week, and were 10 below the 
corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to Islington. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 4, 12, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 9 last week, and were 6 below the corrected 
average; 2 deaths belonged to Hackney and 2 to Bermondsey. The deaths 
from diarrhea, which had been 483, 338, and 258 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 189, the corrected average being 185; 16 
deaths belonged to Islington, 13 to Stepney, and 11 each to Lambeth, 
Lewisham and Woolwich. Of the 189 deaths from diarrhoea, 166 were those 
of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteriltis was used to 
denote the cause of 15 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 3, having been 1, 2, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks. The death of a male, aged 35, was certified as due to 
plumbism. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all but 1 of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 
and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 
to burns and scalds, 3 to building operations, 2 to drowning, and 5 (of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 





CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 5 cases of small-pox, 1929 of scarlet fever, 
832 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus,and 187 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 1 case, against 0, 2, and 2; of scarlet fever, 340 cases, against 
263, 266, and 234; of diphtheria, 134 cases, against 130, 127, and 104; and of 
enteric fever, 49 cases, against 46, 35, and 41. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended September 10th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3827 births and 1904 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 32 and 195 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 1 death 
from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
“ fever,” and 47 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°85 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 56°4, the latter being 1°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
32 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 37'1 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°24 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16:0 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 18:2, 17:9, 
and 17:0. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 21°8 in Burnley, 22-2 in Merthyr Tydfil, 
23:1 in Sunderland, 23:2 in Rotherham, 23°7 in Salford and in Middlesbrough, 
246 in Bolton, and 25:3 in Hanley ; from measles, 1°38 in Birkenhead ; from 
whooping-cough, 1:5 in South Shields, 1-6 in Grimsby, and_2°1 in Rhondda ; 
and from diarrhea, 5:3 in Wolverhampton and in West Hartlepool, 5:7 in 
Merthyr Tydfil, 5-9 in Middlesbrough and in Tynemouth, 6°0 in Hull, 6°2 in 
Grimsby and in Burnley, 7:2 in Sunderland, 7-4in Bolton, 9-0 in Hanley, and 
10-1 in Warrington. One death from smatl-pox was registered in Oldham 
and 1 in Stockton on Tees, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON,” 


In LONDON 2272 BIRTHS and 1223 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 304 and the deaths 265 below 
thé average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 164, 
152, and 15°3 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 13:7. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 1o-2 
per 1000, being 2-0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 








_* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, and in certain local Small-pox Hospitals, situated outside the County of London, but 
exclude deaths of persons not belonging to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the 
Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals 
Within the County of London.

ong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1223 deaths included 6 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 19 fro 
diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 13 from enteric fever, and 108 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill-defined 
pyrexia ; ‘thus, 154 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate 
being 98 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 8, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 9 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 6, 2, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 3, the corrected average being 11]. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 8, 20, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose’ last week to 19, but were 15 ‘below the corrected average; 4 deaths 
belonged to Stepney and 3 to Bethnal Green. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which. had been 25, 16, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 5, the corrected average being 24. The fatal cases 
of enteric fever, which had been 12, 8, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 13, but were 3. below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diar rhe, which had been 388, 258, and 189 
in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 108, and were 42 
below the corrected average; 10 deaths belonged to Stepney, 10 to Ber- 
mondsey, 9 to Hackney, 8 to Islington, 7 to Lambeth, and 6 to Woolwich. 
Of the 108 deaths from diarrhoea, 102 were those of children under 5 years 
of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 9 more 
deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 2, 
having been 2, 2, and 3 in the preceding three weeks. | 

Different forms of violence.caused 45 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 45 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, and 2 
of homicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 
to drowning, 3 to building operations, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic 
administered for surgical purposes, and 6 (of infants under one year of age) 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 5 cases of small-pox, 1969 of scarlet fever, 
834 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 204 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, no case, against 2, 2, and 1; of scarlet fever, 284 cases, against 
266, 234, and 340; of diphtheria, 144 cases, against 127, 104, and 134; and of 
enteric fever, 37 cases, against 35, 41, and 49. Table 10, compiled and 
furnishea by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases-of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended September 17th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3479 births and 1759 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 353 and 314 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 1 death | 
from scarlet ‘fever, 7 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, 5 from 
“fever,” and 26 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°99 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 53°°6, the latter being 2°°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was North- easterly, the horizontal movement of the air 
being I0 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of 
registered bright sunshine in the week was 52°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 


0°20 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS ol 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15°6 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 17:5, 17:0, 
and 16°0. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 21:0 in Stockton cn Tees, 22°1 in Salford, 
22:6 in Liverpool and West Hartlepool, 23°3 in Blackburn, 23°5 in Sunderland, 
23°6 in Preston, 25°7 in Wigan, and 26°5 in St. Helens; from measles, 1°5 in 
Liverpool, 1:6 in Grimsby, and 2°0 in Tynemouth ; from diphtheria, 1°6 in 
Swansea, 1‘8 in Portsmouth, and 2:0 in Stockton on Tees ; and from diarrhea, 
5-0 in Stockton on Tees, 5:2 in Sunderland, 5°4 in Warrington, 5°6 in Bolton, 
57 in Burnley, 7°3 in Preston, and 7:5 in Blackburn. One death from 
small-pox was registered in Gateshead, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six towns.

in LONDON 2537 BIRTHS and 1279 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 3 above and the deaths 178 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years, 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15:2, 
15:3, and 13:7 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 14:3. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14-6 
per 1000, being 2:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. , 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at 
Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals within the County of London. As far 
as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 
cna 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to whicb they velong. The figures relating to the 
seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1279 deaths included 17 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 16 from — 
diphtheria, 9 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, 2 from ill-defined 
pyrexia, and 84 from diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox or from 
typhus; thus, 147 deaths were referred to these diseases in the aggregate, 
being 77 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 8, and 6 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 17, and were 2 above the corrected average ; 
4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, and 3 to St. Pancras, 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 14, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 9, but were 4 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 20, 9, 
and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 16, and were 
27 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 16, 16, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 9, and were 14 below the corrected average. The fatal cases | 
of enteric fever, which had been 8, 9, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 10 last week, and were 5 below the corrected average ; _ 
4. deaths belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
258, 189, and 108 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 54, | 
and were 30 below the corrected average ; 8 deaths belonged to Islington, 
7 to Lambeth, 6 each to Bethnal Green, Southwark, Bermondsey, and Cam-_ 
berwell, and 5 to Stepney. Of the 84 deaths from diarrhcea, 81 were those of 
children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote 
the cause of 13 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to _ 
influenza numbered 9, having been 2, 3, and 2 in the preceding three weeks. 
The death of a female, aged 34 years, was certified after inquest as caused. by 
eating stale mushrooms, 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, while the | 
remaining 41 were attributed to accident or negligence. Four of these 
latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns and scalds, 2 to 
drowning, 1 to poisoning by coal gas, and 8 (of infants under one year of | 
age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the — 
London Fever Hospital there were 3 cases of small-pox, 2158 of scarlet fever, — 
878 of diphtheria, 1 of typhus, and 2387 of enteric fever under treatment in these | 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, no case, against 2, 1, and 0; of scarlet fever, 406 cases, against 
234, 340, and 284; of diphtheria, 150 cases, against 104, 134, and 143; and of 
enteric fever, 51 cases, against 41, 49, and 37. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified — 
in the County during the week ended September 24th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3757 births and 1722 deaths were registered. Allowing | 
for increase of population these numbers are 21 above and 298 below the | 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 3 deaths 
from measles, 3 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, | from “ fever,” | 
and 11 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°82 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 52°], the latter being 2°°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
35 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 28°1 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°14 inch,

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week ‘in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
Ingland and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:1 per 1000 of their 
weregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
yf this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 17:0, 16:0, 
ind 15°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
ertain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
nortality, were :—from all causes, 20:0 in Great Yarmouth, 20°2 in West 
Bromwich, 20°5 in Walsall, 20°7 in Liverpool, 21-0 in Middlesbrough, 21°3 in 
Burnley and in Preston, 21°5 in Stockport, and 24°4 in Salford ; from measles, 
1-4 in Salford and 2°3 in Birkenhead ; from scarlet fever, 15 in Halifax and 
6 in Hanley; from diphtheria, 2:2 in East Ham ; from whooping-cough, 
5 in South Shields; and from diarrhea, 4:1 in Preston, 4°6 in Walsall, 
7 in Burnley, and 6:2 in Warrington. Two deaths from small-pox were 
registered in Oldham, 1 in Bury, and 1 in Gateshead, but none in any other 
of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2470 BIRTHS and 1243 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
‘or increase of population, the births were 114 and the deaths 183 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 10:3, 
137, and 14:3 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to Feo; 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14:3 
Mica. being 2:2 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
eriods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
io London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at 
Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals within the County of London. As far 
- pee the deaths thus excluded from the County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 
md 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they belong. The figures relating to the 
seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1243 deaths included 14 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 20 f 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, and 52 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 106 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 86 below the corrected average weekly number. ; 

The deaths from measles, which had been 8, 6, and 17 in the precedin 
three weeks, fell last week to 14, the corrected average being 13; 3 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 14, 3, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell lash 
week to 4, and were 10 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 9, 19, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 20, but were 24 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 16, 5, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 7 last week, and were 8 below the corrected average, 
The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 9, 13, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 9 last week, and were 9 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrha@a, which had been 189, 108, and 84 in 
the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 52, and were 36 below 
the corrected average ; 6 deaths belonged to Stepney, 6 to Southwark, 5 t 
Camberwell, and 4 each to Fulham, Finsbury, and Shoreditch. Of the 52 
deaths from diarrhoea, 45 were those of children under 5 years of age; the 
term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 9 more deaths at this 
age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 10, having been 
3, 2, and 9 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a child, aged 3 years, 
was certified after inquest as due to ptomaine poisoning, caused. by eating 
stale shrimps. 2) 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 51 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 43 were attributed to accident or negligence. Three of thege 
latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 5 to burns and scalds, 4 to 
drowning, 1 while under the influence of an anesthetic administered for 
surgical purposes, and 9 (including 8 of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. y 


‘ 
CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* $ 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 2 cases of small-pox, 2341 of scarlet fever, 
892 of diphtheria, and 239 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 1 case, against 1, 0, and 0; of scarlet fever, 409 cases, against 
340, 284, and 406; of diphtheria, 129 cases, against 134, 143, and 150; and of 
enteric fever, 26 cases, against 49, 37, and 51. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended October Ist. | b 


GREATER LONDON. F 


In Greater London 3700 births and 1736 deaths were registered. Allowilil 
for increase of population these numbers are 133 and 245 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 2 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 12 from diarrhoea were registered. ; 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°80 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 50°°3, the latter being 2°°6 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air 
27 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registeret 
bright sunshine in the week was 17°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°86 ineh

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus:—The water collected in the “Chelsea” district of the Water 
Board, on the 19th September at the Horse Guards’ cab rank, had a temperature of 15:9° 0; 
100,000 lbs. of it contained 26°24 lbs. of solid matter in solution ; the organic substances 
constituting a portion of this matter contained ‘114 Ib. of carbon and ‘012 lb. of nitrogen. 
The above quantity of water also contained ‘191 Ib. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the 
total amount of combined nitrogen was ‘203 1b. The above weight of water also contained 
1°65 lb. of chlorine and 18°6 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other 
hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardnessin the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale,

The samples collected on the 19th were fully examined. With regard to these, taking 
the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company’s 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied from each of the District Works was :— 
Kent 0°8, New River 0°8, East London 1°5, Southwark and Grand Junction 1°8, Chelsea 
and West Middlesex 271, and Lambeth 2:4. 


The five filtered supplies sent out from the District Works dealing with Thames water were 
all of good quality. All the samples collected on the 19th were clear, and the average amount 
of organic impurity was even slightly less than that found in the previous month, 


The filtered Lea and well water supplied from the New River district works on the 19th was 
clear and of very good quality; it contained a very small proportion of organic matter and 
in this respect came near to the purity of the Kent district deep-well water. The East 
London district filtered Lea water was also clear and of good quality. 


The deep-well water from the Kent district works was, as usual, of high organic purity and 
excellent quality. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent water was colourless, and that from 
the New River works nearly colourless, and the supplies from the remaining district works 
had a very pale yellow colour. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 104 samples of water, collected during 
September at various places in the districts supplied by the Water Board have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains) has also been recorded.. The following results were obtained :—

The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash, as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature. 
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The talulated results show that the five supplies obtained from the Thames were again of — 
uniform good quality, the average proportion of organic matter present being even slightly — 
less than in August. : 


All the samples drawn in the New River district contained only small amounts of organic 
impurity, and were of very good quality. 


The East London district water was of good quality, and the mean proportion of organic 
matter in it was slightly less than in the Thames-derived supplies. 


All the samples of deep-well water taken in the Kent district were, as usual, of uniform 
high organic purity and excellent quality. 


All the samples drawn in the Chelsea, West Middlesex, Grand Junction, New River, and Kent — 
districts were clear, but in the cases of the supplies from the remaining district works, on 
a few occasions, the samples contained minute amounts of rust-stained suspended matter.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
mgland and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:2 per 1000 of their 
geregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
f this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 16:0, 15:6, 
nd 15:1. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
ates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
articulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
ertain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
1ortality, were :—from all causes, 21:0 in Plymouth and in Stockton on Tees, 
16 in Tynemouth, 22°3 in Swansea, 22°5 in Warrington, 22°8 in Sunderland, 
nd 27:2 in Merthyr Tydfil; from meas/les, 1°8 in St. Helens and in Salford, 
9 in Halifax, and 2°3 in Walsall and in Grimsby; from diphtheria, 1°3 in 
radford, 1:6 in Stockport, 2:3 in Grimsby, and 3:0 in Stockton on Tees; and 
rom diarrhea, 3°2 in Salford, 3°6 in Merthyr Tydfil, 3°83 in Middlesbrough, 
‘0 in Wigan, 5:4 in Preston, and 5:7 in Burnley. One death from small-pox 
jas registered in Oldham, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns.

The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
(1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1270 deaths included 15 from measles, 11 from scarlet fever, 17 fro 
diphtheria, 5 from whooping-cough, 15 from enteric fever, and 49 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 112 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 72 below the corrected average weekly number, 

The deaths from measles, which had been 6, 17, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 15 last week, and were 4 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras and 3 to Wandsworth, 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 9, and 4 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose last week to 11, but were 3 below the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 19, 16, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 17, 
and were 26 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 5, 9, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, 
and were 12 below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, 
which had been 13, 10, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 15, but were 3 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to 
Hackney. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 108, 84, and 52 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 49 last week, and were 22 below 
the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to Southwark, 5 to Bermondsey, 
and 4 each to Stepney and Poplar. Of the 49 deaths from diarrhcea, 44 were 
those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used 
to denote the cause of 5 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 22, having been 2, 9, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 41 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 33 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns and scalds, 3 to 
drowning, 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical purposes, 
and 9 (including 8 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
‘London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 2516 cases of scarlet 
fever, 931 of diphtheria, and 242 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, no case, against 0, 0, and 1; of scarlet fever, 377 cases, against 
284, 406, and 409; of diphtheria, 150 cases, against 143, 150, and 129; and of 
enteric fever, 30 cases, against 37, 51, and 26. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended October 8th. } 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3865 births and 1732 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 8 above and 281 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 4 deaths 
from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 1 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 4 from diarrhca were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30:07 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 47°'8, the latter being 2°°9 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, | 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being» 
33 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 25:0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0-02 inch.

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TABLE 10.—NUMBER of CASES of INFECTIOUS DISEASE NOTIFIED in the ADMINISTRATIVE 
County of LONDON during the Week ended 8th October, 1904.* 
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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15:6, 15:1, 
and 15:2. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 20°3 in Bootle, 20°4 in Stockport, 22°4 in 
Liverpool, 22°6 in Tynemouth, 23:2 in Salford, 23°3 in Burnley, and 23:7 
in Hanley; from measles, 2°3 in Walsall, in Grimsby, and in Liverpool, 
and 3°2 in Plymouth; from diphtheria, 2°5 in Salford ; and from diarrhea, 
9-1 in Rhondda, 2°6 in Oldham and in Burnley, 2°7 in Middlesbrough, and 
3-6 in Preston. Two deaths from small-pox were registered in Newcastle on 
Tyne, 1 in Nottingham, 1 in Bury, and 1 in Preston, but none in any other 
of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2442 BIRTHS and 1476 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 148 and the deaths 7 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14:3, 
13:9, and 14:2 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 16°6. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14°5 
per 1000, being 1:6 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at 
Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals within the County of London. As far 
as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 
and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they belong. The figures relating to the 
seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1476 deaths included 26 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 11 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, 1 from ill- 
defined pyrexia, and 45 from diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox 
or from typhus; thus, 113 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 52 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 17, 14, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 26, and were 3 above the corrected average ; 
4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth, and 3 each to Islington, 
Bethnal Green, Bermondsey, and Lewisham. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 9, 4, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week 
to 6, and were 8 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to 
Islington. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 16, 20, and 17 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 13, and were 34 below the 
corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to Stepney and 3 to Wandsworth. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 9, 7, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 11, but were 4 below the corrected 
average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 10, 9, and 15 
in the preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, and were 9 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhewa, which had been 84, 52, and 
49 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 45, being 
equal to the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to Stepney, 6 to Poplar, 
and 4 each to Paddington and Southwark. Of the 45 deaths from diarrhea, 
36 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis 
was used to denote the cause of 7 more deaths at this age. The deaths 
attributed directly to influenza numbered 16, having been 9, 10, and 22 
in the preceding three weeks. The death of a male, aged 43 years, was 
certified after inquest as due to ptomaine poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 53 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 53 deaths, 5 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 48 were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these 
latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 8 to conflagrations, 4 to 
drowning, 1 to the effect of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, 
and 8 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 2687 cases of scarlet 
fever, 950 of diphtheria, and 229 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, no case, against 0, 1, and 0; of scarlet fever, 389 cases, against 
406, 409, and 377; of diphtheria, 149 cases, against 150, 129, and 150; and of 
enteric fever, 17 cases, against 51, 26, and 30. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended October 15th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3578 births and 1969 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 246 and 45 below the respective 
averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. In that 
portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 6 deaths from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, 
3 from “ fever,” and 6 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°91 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 54°°9, the latter being 5°°7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
19 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 10°0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°43 inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:0 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15:1, 15:2, 
and 15:9. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks, and also the births, the deaths, several 
particulars as to causes of death, &c., together with the death-rates from 
certain epidemic diseases, in the week ended last Saturday. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 19:0 in Great Yarmouth, 19-6 in Hanley, 
90:1 in Rochdale, 20°2 in Grimsby, 20°3 in Liverpool, 20:7 in Sunderland, 
and 21°5 in Merthyr Tydfil; from meas/es, 1°8 in Plymouth and in Liverpool, 
2:0 in Tynemouth, 3:4 in Walsall, and 5°5 in Grimsby; from scarlet fever, 
1-4 in Plymouth ; from diphtheria, 2°2 in Swansea; from “ fever,” 1:2 in 
Blackburn ; and from diarrhea, 1:4 in Hull, 15 in Oldham, 2°2 in Middles- 
brough, and 2°3 in West Hartlepool. Two deaths from small-pox were registered 
in Oldham and 1 in Preston, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2585 BIRTHS and 1311 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 32 and the deaths 223 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 13°9, 
142, and 166 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 147. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 14:9 
per 1000, being 1:7 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the London Fever Hospital, in the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at 
Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospitals within the County of London. As far 
as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 

“and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to which they belong. The figures relating to the 
seventy-five other great towns have been similarly corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1311 deaths included 20 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 7 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, and 25 from 
diarrhea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia;.thus, 79 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 82 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 15, and 26 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 20, and were 10 below the corrected average ; 
4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, and 3 each to Shoreditch 
and Wandsworth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 11, and 
6 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 6 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 20, 17, and 
13 in the preceding three weeks, were 12 last week, and were 34 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
7, 5, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 7, and were § 
below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 9, 15, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 7, 
and were 11 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 52, 49, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last 
week to 25, and were 12 below the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged 
to Lambeth, and 3 to Fulham. Of the 25 deaths from diarrhea, 22 were 
those of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used 
to denote the cause of 4 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 29, having been 10, 22, and 16 in the 
preceding three weeks. The death of a boy, aged 13 years, was certified 
after inquest as due to ptomaine poisoning caused by eating fish. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 47 deaths, 4 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns and 
scalds, 3 to drowning, 3 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 2725 cases of scarlet 
fever, 947 of diphtheria, and 225 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, no case, against 1, 0, and 0; of scarlet fever, 305 cases, against 
409, 377, and 389; of diphtheria, 129 cases, against 129, 150, and 149; and of 
enteric fever, 27 cases, against 26, 30, and 17. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended October 22nd. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3919 births and 1812 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 41 above and 262 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 7 deaths 
from measles, 1 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, and 4 from 
diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°98 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 49°-9, the latter being 2°4 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
34 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 22°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°20 inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 14°9 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedf at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15:2, 15:9, 
and 150. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 20:0 in Liverpool, 20-2 in West Bromwich, 
90°5 in Rotherham, 21°6 in Middlesbrough and in Tynemouth, 21°8 in 
St. Helens, 22°0 in Stockton on Tees, and 23°83 in South Shields; from 
measles, 2:1 in Liverpool, 2°2 in Middlesbrough, 2°9 in Tynemouth, 4°0 in 
Stockton on Tees, and 5:5 in Grimsby ; from scarlet fever, 1:3 in York and 
1:6 in West Bromwich; from diphtheria, 1:5 in Bradford and in West 
Hartlepool, 1:7 in Derby, 1:9 in Hornsey, and 2°0 in Stockton on Tees ; from 
whooping-cough, 1:1 in Oldham, 1-4 in Sunderland, and 1°5 in South Shields; 
from “ fever,” 1:2 in Rochdale ; and from diarrhea, 16 in Hanley and 
in Middlesbrough, 1:7 in Walsall, 1:8 in Preston, 1:9 in Oldham, and 2°1 in 
Burnley. One death from small-pox was registered in Halifax and 1] in 
Leeds, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2581 BIRTHS and 1330 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 166 and the deaths 259 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14:2, 
166, and 14:7 in the preceding three weeks, was 14:9 last week. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15:1 
per 1000, being 2°0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 


* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belongivug 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
which they belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly 
corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1330 deaths included 14 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 15 from 
diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, and 22 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 74 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 86 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 26, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 14, and were 19 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 11, 6, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 13, and were equal to the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 17, 13, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 15 last week, and were 30 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hammersmith. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 5, 11, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 4, and were 11 below the corrected average.’ The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 15, 11, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 16 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 49, 45, and 25 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell last week to 22, and were 8 below the corrected 
average. Of the 22 deaths from diarrhoea, 17 were those of children under 
5) years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 
) more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza 
numbered 25, having been 22, 16, and 29 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 52 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Two of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 7 to burns and 
scalds, 3 to drowning, and 7 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation 
in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 2782 cases of scarlet 
fever, 979 of diphtheria, and 230 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
scarlet fever, 294 cases, against 377, 389, and 305; of diphtheria, 154 cases, 
against 150, 149, and 129; and of enteric fever, 35 cases, against 30, 17, 
and 27. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of 
Health of the Administrative County of London, shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during the week 
ended October 29th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3909 births and 1817 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 158 and 326 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 9 deaths 
from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from “ fever,” and 
4 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30-07 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 49°3, the latter being 2°8 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
22 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 9°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°11 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 15:7 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15°), 15:0, 
and 14:9. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 21:0 in Grimsby, 21°8 in St. Helens, 22-4 
in Wigan, 22:7 in Middlesbrough, 23:2 in Hull, 24:2 in Halifax, and 20°7 in 
South Shields; from measles, 1°8 in Liverpool, 2°0 in Tynemouth, 3:1 in 
Burnley, 3-2 in Plymouth, 3°7 in Ipswich, 3:9 in Grimsby, and 6:0 in Stockton 
on Tees; from diphtheria, 1:1 in Portsmouth and 1:6 in Hanley; from 
“ fever,” 1:3 in York, 1:5 in Halifax, and 16 in Grimsby ; and from diarrhea, 
1:6 in Blackburn and in Middlesbrough. One death from small-poxr was 
registered in Leeds, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2476 BIRTHS and 1357 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 210 and the deaths 249 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16°6, 
147, and 14:9 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 19°. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15°4 
per 1000, being 2:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
which they belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly 
corrected. 

_ + The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1357 deaths included 15 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 13 from 
diphtheria, 4 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, and 27 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 79 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 83 below the corrected average weekly number. : 

The deaths from measles, which had been 26, 20, and 14 in the preceding — 
three weeks, were 15 last week, and were 27 below the corrected average ; 
6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 6, 8, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, fell — 
last week to 9, and were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 13, 12, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, | 
were 13 last week, and were 30 below the corrected average. The deaths from : 
whooping-cough, which had been 11, 7, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, © 
were again 4 last week, and were 10 below the corrected average. The fatal — 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 11, 7, and 6 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 11, but were 13 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 
45, 25, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 27, and were 
3 above the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to Stepney, 3 to Fulham, 
and 3 to Lambeth. Of the 27 deaths from diarrhoea, 17 were those of 
children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote 
the cause of another death at this age. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 24, having been 16, 29, and 25 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held, Of these 46 deaths, 6 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 40) were attributed to accident or negligence. Six of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to a conflagration, 6 to burns and 
scalds, 5 to drowning, 2 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical 
purposes, and 8 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 2843 cases of scarlet 
fever, 947 of diphtheria, and 224 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
scarlet fever, 294 cases, against 389, 305, and 294; of diphtheria, 119 cases, 
against 149, 129, and 154; and of enteric fever, 26 cases, against 17, 27, 
and 35. Table 10, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of 
Health of the Administrative County of London, shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during the week 
ended November oth. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3770 births and 1895 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 187 and 285 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years, 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 5 deaths 
from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, 1 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 6 from diarrhea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°74 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 48°°8, the latter being 4°°7 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90, 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
47 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 11°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°4 inches,

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters. 
The Table is to be read thus:—The water collected in the “Chelsea” district of the Water 
Board, on the 17th October, at the cab rank in Victoria Street, had a temperature of 11°7°C. ; 
100,000 lbs. of it contained 26°90 lbs. of solid matter in solution; the organic substances 
constituting a portion of this matter contained ‘101 lb. of carbon and °014 lb. of nitrogen. 
The above quantity of water also contained -223 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the 
total amount of combined nitrogen was ‘237 1b. The above weight of water also contained 
1'7 lb. of chlorine and 18°6 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other 
hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale.

The samples collected on the 17th were fully examined, 
the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Compan 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount — 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied from each of the District Works was :— 
New River 0°8, Kent 0°9, Chelsea 1:9, Grand Junction 2°1, Southwark and Lambeth 2-2, 
West Middlesex 2°4, and East London 3:0. 


The supplies from the Water Board’s five district works distributing Thames water were 
all clear and of good quality, the average amount of organic matter present being small and 


practically the same as that found in September. 


The New River district filtered Lea and well water, taken on the 17th, was clear and of very 
The East London district filtered Lea water was clear and of good quality

The Kent District deep-well supply was, as usual, clear and of high organic purity. 


Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent water was colourless, and the New 
River supply nearly colourless; and the water from the other district works had a very pale 


yellow tint. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 104 samples of water, collected during 
October at various places in the districts supplied by the Water Board, have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed” (measure of organic 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded, The following results were obtained :—

With reference to the five supplies sent out from the district works dealing with Thames 
water, the above data show that in every case the proportion of organic impurity in the water 
was low. For upwards of three months the Thames-derived water, delivered in the 
Metropolis, has been of remarkally uniform and good quality. 


The “ New River” district supply was of very good quality throughout the month. 


The “East London” water, chiefly obtained from the Lea, was of good quality, but it 
contained, on the average, slightly more organic matter than the Thames supplies. 


All the samples of deep-well water collected in the “Kent” district were, as usual, of 
great organic purity and excellent quality. 


All the samples of Thames, Lea, and deep-well water examined during the month were 
clear.

Owing to 
changes of area, the returns for 1904 are not strictly comparable with those for 1903. 
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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 16°6 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15:0, 14:9, 
and 15:7. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 21:1 in Bootle, 21:2 in St. Helens, 21-5 in 
Stockport, 21:6 in Wigan, 22:0 in Newcastle on Tyne, 22°] in Blackburn, 
22:3 in South Shields, 24°5 in Hanley, and 25:4 in Coventry ; from measles, 
2-3 in Liverpool, 2:4 in Hanley, 2°5 in Wigan, 2°7 in Middlesbrough, 2°9 in 
St. Helens, 3:1 in Grimsby, 4:0 in Stockton on Tees, and 4:1 in Plymouth ; 
from scarlet fever, 1:7 in Bootle; from diphtheria, 1°6 in Hanley and in 
Swansea, and 2:0 in Stockton on Tees ; from whooping-cough, 1:3 in Derby, 
1-4 in Coventry, and 2°9 in South Shields. Two deaths from small-pox were 
registered in Halifax, 1 in Hanley, 1 in Huddersfield, and 1 in Newcastle 
on Tyne, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2455 BIRTHS and 1505 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 210 and the deaths 84 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14:7, 
14:9, and 15:2 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 16°9. 
During the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 15-4 
per 1000, being 2°3 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods oi the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the beinty of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
praiab SDT belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly 
corrected. 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1505 deaths included 15 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
diphtheria, 12 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, and 25 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 93 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 63 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 20, 14, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 15 last week, and were 26 below the corrected 
average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Finsbury and 3 to Lewisham. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 13, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 8 last week, and were 4 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 12, 15, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 23, but were 20 below the corrected average ; 
6 deaths belonged to Stepney and 4 to Poplar. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 7, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 12, but were 5 below the corrected average. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 7, 6, and 11 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 10 last week, and were 13 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea, which had been 25, 22, and 27 in the preceding 
. three weeks, were 25 last week, and were 6 above the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Paddington, 4 to Islington, and 3 to Poplar. Of the 
25 deaths from diarrhoea, 21 were those of children under 5 years of age; 
the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 3 more deaths at 
this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 18, having 
been 29, 25, and 24 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a horse- 
keeper, aged 25 years, was certified after inquest as due to glanders, and 
that of a chemical glass-blower, aged 37 years, as due to mercurial poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, while the 
remaining 33 were attributed to accident or negligence. ‘Two of these latter 
were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to a conflagration, 2 to burns and . 
scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, 
and 7 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


GASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 2/73 cases of scarlet 
fever, 922 of diphtheria, and 214 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 1 case, against 0, 0, and 0; of scarlet fever, 259 cases, against 
305, 294, and 294; of diphtheria, 118 cases, against 129, 154, and 119; and 
of enteric fever, 27 cases, against 27, 35, and 26. © Table 10, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that 
were notified in the County during the week ended November 12th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3649 births and 2013 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 239 and 157. below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 6 deaths 
from measles, 3 from diphtheria, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from “ fever,” 
and 3 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°26 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 42°°2, the latter being 0°°2 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
48 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 14°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°04 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 17°3 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 14:9, 15°7, 
and 16-6. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. : 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 21:0 in Grimsby, 21°6 in Liverpool, 
99-4 in Wigan, 22°8 in Birmingham, 23:0 in St. Helens, 24:7 in Stockport, 
and 24°8 in South Shields ; from measles, 1:9 in Liverpool, 2°4 in St. Helens, 
9-7 in Salford, 2°9 in Tynemouth, and 3:1 in Grimsby ; from scarlet fever, 
18 in Rochdale; from diphtheria, 2:3 in West Hartlepool ; from whooping- 
cough, 2.4 in South Shields ; from “ fever,” 3°38 in Rhondda; and from 
diarrhea, 24 in Hanley and 2°6 in Barrow in Furness. One death from 
small-nox was registered in Oldham, and | in South Shields, but none in any 
other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2356 BIRTHS and 1502 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 240 and the deaths 135 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 14°9, 
152, and 16°9°in the preceding three weeks, was 16°8 last week. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 16-0 
per 1000, being 2:0 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

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The 1502 deaths included 14 from measles, 19 from scarlet fever, 11 from 
diphtheria, 10 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 18 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 75 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 95 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 15, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 14 last week, and were 35 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey and 3 to Wandsworth. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 13, 9, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 19, and were 4 above the corrected average ; 
4. deaths belonged to Hackney. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 15, 13, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 1G 
and were 32 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 4, 4, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, were 10 last 
week, and were 12 below the corrected average. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 6, 11, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell last 
week to 3, and were 19 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 22, 27, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 18, but were 2 above the corrected average. Of the 
18 deaths from diarrhoea, 16 were those of children under 5 years of age; 
the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 7 more deaths at 
this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 30, having 
been 25, 24, and 18 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a plumber, 
aged 48 years, and that of a waterman, aged 45 years, were certified as due to 
plumbism. : 

Different forms of violence caused 54 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 54 deaths, 11 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 42 were. attributed to accident or negligence. 
Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns and 
scalds, 3 to the effects of anesthetics administered for surgical purposes, 
and 14 (of infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 1 case of small-pox, 2741 cases of scarlet 
fever, 919 of diphtheria, and 191 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as” 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 0, 0, and 1; of scarlet fever, 262 cases, against 
294, 294, and 259; of diphtheria, 118 cases, against 154, 119, and 118; and 
of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 35, 26, and 27. ‘Table 10, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that 
were notified in the County during the week ended November 19th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3602 births and 2133 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 215 and 111 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 13 deaths 
from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 13 from diphtheria, 12 from whooping- 
cough, 5 from “ fever,” and 4 from diarrhwa were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°58 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 33°°7, the latter being 8°3 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of the air being 
10 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 9-6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°18 inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT Towns of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 21°6 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 15-7, 16-6, 
and 17:3. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended. last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 30:0 in Gateshead, 30:1 in Stockport, 
30°3 in Manchester, 30-7 in Wigan and in Middlesbrough, 30°9 in Smethwick, 
and 32:4 in Tynemouth; from measles, 2:1 in Bristol, 2°2 in Liverpool, 
2°5 in Bootle and in Wigan, 2°6 in Gateshead, 3:0 in Stockton on Tees, 3:2 in 


Middlesbrough, and 5°5 in Grimsby; from scarlet fever, 1°3 in York, 1°4 in 


Plymouth, and 2:3 in Warrington; from diphtheria, 1:0 in Sunderland, 
1:1 in Swansea and in Walsall, and 1:4 in Hull; from whooping-cough, 
1:9 in South Shields ; from “ fever,” 1°3in Rhondda and 1’4 in Merthyr Tydfil ; 
and from diarrhea, 1°3 in Aston Manor, 1°6 in Middlesbrough, and 2°4 in 
Hanley. One death from small-pox was registered in Halifax, 1 in Gateshead, 


and 1 in Newcastle on Tyne, but nono in any other of the seventy-six towns, 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2542 BIRTHS and 1932 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 17 and the deaths 269 above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 15:2, 
169, and 16°8 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 21°7. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 17-7 
per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 


* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
ated eed belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly 
orrected. 

t The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Censug 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1932 deaths included 32 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 18 from 
diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 16 from 
diarrhcea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 94 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 72 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 15, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 32, but were 18 below the corrected average ; 
6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Wandsworth, and 4 each to Shoreditch 
and Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 9, 8, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 5, and were 8 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 24, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 18, but were 24 below 
the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to St. Pancras. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 4, 12, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 15, but were 8 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths 
belonged to Hammersmith and 3 to St. Pancras. The fatal cases of enteric 
Sever, which had been 11, 10, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 8, but were 10 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea, which had been 27, 25, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 16 last week, the corrected average being 17; 3 deaths belonged to 
Paddington and 3 to Poplar. Of the 16 deaths from diarrhea, 13 were those 
of children under 5 years of age; the term gastro-enteritis was used to 
denote the cause of 2 more deaths at this age. The deaths attributed 
directly to influenza numbered 26, having been 24, 18, and 30 in the 
preceding three weeks. The death of a hawker, aged 51 years, was certified 
after inquest as due to plumbism. 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 76 deaths, 13 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 62 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to a conflagra- 
tion, 12 to burns and scalds, 3 to drowning, 1 to the effects of an 
anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 18 (including 17 of 
infants under one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 3 cases of small-pox, 2625 of scarlet 
fever, 892 of diphtheria, and 178 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 0, 1, and 2; of scarlet fever, 247 cases, against 
294, 259, and 262; of diphtheria, 115 cases, against 119, 118, and 118; and- 
of enteric fever, 22 cases, against 26, 27, and 17. Table 10, compiled. 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that 
were notified in the County during the week ended November 26th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3804 births and 2650 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 68 and 349 above the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 3 deaths 
from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping- 
cough, and 2 from diarrhea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°73 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 40°°5, the latter being 0°'4 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air 
being 19 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of 
rhe Sa et bright sunshine in the week was 4°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.” 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 18:5 per 1000 of their 
ageregate population, which is estimated at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 16:6, 17:3, 
and 21°6. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 23:1 in Bristol and in Burton on Trent, 
23-2 in Wigan and in Manchester, 23°3 in Plymouth, 23°6 in Tynemouth, 
23°9 in Reading, 24°5 in Hanley and in Newcastle on Tyne, 25:0 in Salford, 
and 26°2 in Walsall; from measles, 2°2 in Gateshead, 2°4 in South 
Shields, 2°5 in Wigan, and 2°9 in Tynemouth; from scarlet fever, 
1-4 in Devonport, 1-5 in Warrington, and 1:9 in York ; from diphtheria, 2°6 
in Wallasey ; from whooping-cough, 1‘7 in Wigan and in Barrow in Furness, 
and 2°3 in Preston; from “ fever,” 2°6 in Rhondda; and from diarrhea, 
1-4 in Plymouth, and 1:5 in Oldham and in West Hartlepool. One death 
from small-pox was registered in Hanley, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LoNDON 2185 BIRTHS and 1613 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 319 and the deaths 84 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16°9, 
16°8, and 21:7 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 18:1. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18:4 
per 1000, being 0:1 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903.

‘9 ‘ ondon include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Binatic Reictee' situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
which they belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly 
corte ea ee estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1613 deaths included 22 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
diphtheria, 19 from whooping-cough, 11 from enteric fever, and 16 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 100 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 72 below the corrected average weekly number. i 

The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 14, and 32 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 22, and were 29 below the corrected average; 
5 deaths belonged to the Borough of St. Pancras, 4 to Bermondsey, and 3 
each to Islington and Wandsworth. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 8, 19, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 9, 
but were 5 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 24, 11, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week 
to 23, but were 22 below the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to 
Poplar, anl 3 each to Hackney and Wandsworth. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 12, 10, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose last week to 19, but were 9 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Hammersmith. The fatal cases of enteric 
fever, which had been 10, 3, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
to 11, but were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, 
which had been 25, 18, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
16 last week, the corrected average being 14; 4 deaths belonged to Stepney, 
3 to Fulham, and 3 to Poplar. Of the 16 deaths from diarrhoea, 14 were 
those of children under 5 years of age. The deaths attributed directly to 
influenza numbered 30, having been 18, 30, and 26 in the preceding three 
weeks. The death of a porter, aged 18 years, was certified after inquest as 
due to anthrax; and that of a painter, aged 47 years, was certified as due 
to lead poisoning. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 1 to a conflagra- 
tion, 6 to burns and scalds, 2 to drowning, 1 to the effects of an 
anesthetic administered for surgical purposes, and 17 (of infants under 
one year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.” 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 4 cases of small-pox, 2490 of scarlet 
fever, 874 of diphtheria, and 165 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—0! 
gmall-pox, 1 case, against 1, 2, and 2; of scarlet fever, 263 cases, against 
259, 262, and 247; of diphtheria, 96 cases, against 118, 118, and 115; and 
of enteric fever, 20 cases, against 27, 17, and 22. ‘Table 10, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease thai 
were notified in the County during the week ended December 3rd. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3332 births and 2279 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 369 and 54 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 95 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 1 from diphtheria, 5 from whooping: 
cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°34 inches, and that o! 
the Thermometer 42°°3, the latter being 1°°5 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90 
The general direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 
6 per cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registerec

All the numbers in columns 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, and 11 relate to 100,000 parts of the waters, 
The Table is to be read thus :—The water collected in the “Chelsea” district of the Water 
Board, on the 21st November, at the cab rank in Fulham Road, had a temperature of 9-0° C. ; 
100 000 lbs. of it contained 29°56 lbs. of solid matter in solution ; the organic substances 
constituting a portion of this matter contained ‘137 lb. of carbon and ‘019 lb. of nitrogen, 
The above quantity of water also contained ‘229 lb. of nitrogen in the form of nitrates, and the 
total amount of combined nitrogen was ‘248 lb. The above weight of water also contained 
1°75 lb. of chlorine and 20°1 lbs. of carbonate of lime, or an equivalent quantity of other 
hardening or soap-destroying ingredients. 

The numbers in the analytical Table can be converted into grains per imperial gallon by 
multiplying them by 7, and then moving the decimal point one place to the left. The same 
operation transforms the hardness in the Table into degrees of hardness on Clark’s scale, 
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The samples collected on the 21st were fully examined. With regard to these, ta 
the average amount of organic impurity in a given volume of the Kent Company's 
water, during the nine years ending December, 1876, as unity, the proportional amount 
contained in an equal volume of water supplied from each of the District Works was:— 
Kent 0°9 New River 1:2, Grand Junction 2°5, Chelsea 2°6, Lambeth 2°7, West Middlesex 3:1, 
and Southwark and East London 3:2. . 


All the supplies derived from the Thames contained more organic matter than had been 
found in corresponding samples tiken during the four preceding months, but the increments in 
impurity were slight and all the filtered supplies were clear and of good quality. 


The New River district filtered water, obtained from the Lea and wells, was clear and of very 
good quality. The East London district water, taken on the 21st, was drawn in the area 
partly supplied with water abstracted from the Thames at Sunbury and wells at Hanworth, 
This water was clear and of good quality for the time of the year ; the proportion of organic 
impurity in it was practically the same as in the Southwark district water on the same date, 
but the amount of nitric nitrogen was highér than in any of the supplies obtained exclusively 
from the Thames. 


The Kent district water, collected on the 21st, in the area partly supplied from the deep 
well at Plumstead, was of high organic purity, but owing to its greater hardness was somewhat 
inferior in quality to the supplies furnished in other parts of the Kent district. 

Seen through a stratum two feet deep the Kent water was colourless, and that sent out from 
the New River works nearly colourless; all the remaining supplies had a very pale yellow 
colour. 


In addition to the above analytical examination, the 104 samples of water, collected during 
November at various places in the districts supplied by the Water Board, have been examined, 
and estimations have been made of the amounts of “ oxygen consumed” (measure of organi¢ 
pollution) and “albuminoid ammonia” (measure of nitrogenous organic pollution); the — 
degree of turbidity, if any (indication of inefficiency of filtration or of disturbance in the 
mains), has also been recorded. The following results were obtained :—

The amounts of “oxygen consumed” from acid solutions of permanganate of potash, as 
recorded above, are the results of experiments made in stoppered vessels at the two 
temperatures. With each class of water there is a fairly constant relation between the two 
sets of results, the higher readings being obtained at the higher temperature.

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With regard to the five supplies drawn from the Thames, the above results, compared with 
those obtained in the four months preceding, show that the mean proportion of organic 
matter had in all cases increased ; the rise commenced about the middle of the month, but the 
increments in organic impurity were but slight and all the samples examined (40) were of 
good quaiity. 


The “ New River” district water was of very good quality throughout the month. 


The “East London” district water, obtained chiefly from the Lea, was of good quality, 
the mean amount of organic matter in it being slightly less than in the best of the Thames.

All the samples of deep-well water collected in the “Kent” district were, as usual, of 
high organic purity and good quality.

SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19:2 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 17:3, 21°6, 
and 18°5. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 25°5 in Bristol, 25:7 in Wigan, 26-1 in 
Burton on Trent, 26°2 in South Shields, 26-4 in West Bromwich, 27:4 in 
Plymouth, and 30:2 in Hanley; from meas/es, 1:7 in Bristol and in Liverpool, 
2:1 in Devonport, 2°5 in Wigan, 2:7 in Middlesbrough, 3°7 in Plymouth, 
39 in Tynemouth, and 47 in Grimsby; from diphtheria, 17 in Derby, 
9-0 in Stockton on Tees, 2:3 in West Hartlepool, and 2°6 in Handsworth ; 
from whooping-cough, 1‘7 in Barrow in Furness and 2°9 in South Shields ; 
and from “ fever,” 1:3 in York. Two deaths from small-pox were registered 
in Preston, 2 in South Shields, 1 in Oldham, and 1 in Halifax, but none in 
any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2446 BIRTHS and 1696 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 87 below and the deaths 26 above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 16°8, 
21'7, and 18:1 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 19‘0. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18-9 
per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6,added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
which they belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly 
corrected, 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 
of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period, 
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The 1696 deaths included 32 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 12 from 
diphtheria, 20 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 16 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 90 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 84 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 14, 32, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 52, but were 25 below the corrected average ; 
7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 4 to Shoreditch, 3 to Bethnal 
Green, 3 to Wandsworth, and 3 to Greenwich. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 19,5, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 6, 
and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 11, 18, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week 
to 12, and were 31 below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to 
Poplar. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 10, 15, and 19 
in the preceding three weeks, were 20 last week, being 9 below the corrected 
average ; 3 deaths belonged to Hammersmith and 3 to Lambeth. The fatal 
cases of enteric fever, which had been 3, 8, and 11 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 4, and were 12 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhwa, which had been 18, 16, and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 16 last week, the corrected average being 13. Of 
the 16 deaths from diarrhcea, 13 were those of children under 5 years of 
age ; the term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 2 more deaths 
at this age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 45, having 
been 30, 26, and 30 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a male, 
aged 25 years, was certified after inquest as due to eating periwinkles which 
were decomposing, and that of a general labourer, aged 30 years, was certified 
after inquest as due to anthrax. 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, concerning all but 1 of which 
inquests were held. Of these 62 deaths, 8 were cases of suicide, 1 of 
homicide, and 2 of execution, while the remaining 51 were attributed to 
accident or negligence. Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, 3 to conflagrations, 7 to burns and scalds, 2 to the effects of 
anesthetics administered for surgical purposes, and 11 (of infants under one 
year of age) to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 6 cases of small-pox, 2403 of scarlet 
fever, 839 of diphtheria, and 174 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as — 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of — 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 2, 2, and 1; of scarlet fever, 242 cases, against 
262, 247, and 263; of diphtheria, 89 cases, against 118, 115, and 96; and of 
enteric fever, 34 cases, against 17, 22, and 20. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended December 10th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3748 births and 2322 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 9 below and 36 above the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 5 deaths — 


from measles, 5 from diphtheria, 8 from whooping-congh, and 1 from — 


diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 29°49 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 43°°4, the latter being 3°°3 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90. 
The general direction of the wind was South-westerly, the horizontal movement of the air 
being 2 per cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of — 
registered bright sunshine in the week was 5°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to — 
0°5 inch,

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT ToWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 19:4 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated} at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of this year. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 21°6, 18:5, 
and 19:2. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 

_from certain epidemic diseases. 

_ The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 25:0 in Bury, 25°3 in South Shields, 25:5 in 
Newcastle on Tyne, 25°6 in Rhundda, 26°5 in Manchester, 27:0 in Stockton on 
Tees, 28°5 in Tynemouth, 29:1 in Middlesbrough, 31°9 in Huddersfield, and 32°6 
in Hanley; from measles, 1°3 in Nottingham and in Rhondda, 1°4 in Liverpool 
and in Merthyr Tydfil, 18 in St. Helens, 2°0 in Stockton on Tees, 2°2 in 
Stockport, 3:1 in Grimsby, 3°3 in Wigan, and 4°8 in Devonport ; from: scarlet 
fever, 1:3 in York and 1°6 in Hanley ; from diphtheria, 1°6 in Hanley, 1:7 in 
Wigan, and 1°8 in East Ham; from whooping-cough, 1°3 in Rhondda, 1:4 in 
Norwich, 2°0 in Tynemouth, 2°7 in Preston, and 29 in Halifax. One death 
from small-pox was registered in Gateshead, but none in any other of the 
seventy-six towns. 

LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2122 BIRTHS and 1572 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 355 and the deaths 87 below 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 21°7, 
18:1, and 19:0 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 17°6. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 19:1 
per 1000, being 0°3 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 








* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 

Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
which they belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly 
corrected. ; 

+ The provisional estimates of population for the several towns are based on the results of the Census 


of 1901, and on the increase in the last intercensal period. 
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The 1572 deaths included 26 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 13 fron 
diphtheria, 17 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, and 12 fro 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill 
defined pyrexia; thus, 78 deaths were referred to these diseases in th 
ageregate, being 101 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 32, 22, and 32 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 26, and were 33 below the corrected average : 
5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 5 to Shoreditch, 4 to Stepney, ~ 
3 to St. Pancras, and 3 to Hackney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which — 
had been 5, 9, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 3, 
and were 10 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 18, 23, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week | 
to 13, but were 40 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to 
Poplar. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 15, 19, ang® 
20 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 17, and were 135 
below the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to Fulham and 3 tm 
St, Pancras. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had been 8, 11, and 4 
in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 7, but were 10 below the - 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhawa, which had been 16, 16mm 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 12, the corrected — 
average being 14; 3 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green. Of the 12 deaths 
from diarrhoea, 10 were those of children under 5 years of age; the term- 
gastro-enteritis was used to denote the cause of 3 more deaths at this age. 
The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 40, having been 
26, 30, and 45 in the preceding three weeks. The death of a house-painter, - 
‘aged 58 years, was certified as due to lead poisoning, and that of a female,” 
aged 44 years, was certified after inquest as due to anthraz. . 

Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 60 deaths, 12 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 47 were attributed to accident or negligence, — 
Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns” 
and scalds, 1 to the effects of an anesthetic administered for surgical 
purposes, and 10 (including 9 of infants under one year of age) to suffocation — 
in bed. | ; 

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* : 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the — 
London Fever Hospital there were 14 cases of small-pox, 2393 of scarlet 
fever, §25 of diphtheria, and 170 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as” 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
gmall-pox, 9 cases, against 2, 1, and 2; of scarlet fever, 242 cases, against 
247, 263, and 242; of diphtheria, 105 cases, against 115, 96, and 89; and of 
enteric fever, 20 cases, against 22, 20, and 34. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended December 17th. ; 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3210 births and 2205 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 452 and 87 below the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years, 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 6 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 9 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping: 
cough, 2 from “ fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. f

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30°24 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 34°°1, the latter being 4°°8 below the week’s average in the 50 years 1341-90. 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 67 per 
cent. below the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered brigh 4 
sunshine in the week was 3°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°04 inch.

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SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS.* 


The deaths registered last week in SEVENTY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of 
England and Wales corresponded to an annual rate of 22-4 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 15,271,287 persons in the middle 
of 1904. In the preceding three weeks the rates had been 18°5, 19:2, 
and 19:4. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, the death- 
rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for the week ended last 
Saturday, the births, the deaths from several causes, and the death-rates 
from certain epidemic diseases. 

The highest annual death-rates per 1000 living, as measured by last week’s 
mortality, were :—from all causes, 28°6 in Huddersfield, 29°5 in Preston, 
30-0 in Sunderland, 32:4 in Middlesbrough, 33-0 in Stockton on Tees, 33°3 in 
Oldham, 35:2 in Manchester, and 36°77 in Hanley; from measles, 1:3 in 
Gateshead, 1-4 in Devonport, in Leicester, and in Merthyr Tydfil, 1:7 in 
Bristol, in Nottingham, and iu Liverpool, 2°0 in Tynemouth, 2°9 in St. 
Helens, 3:0 in Stockton on Tees, and 3°9 in Grimsby ; from scarlet fever, 
16 in Blackburn ; from diphtheria, 2:2 in East Ham; and from whooping- 
cough, 1:1 in Bristol and in Middlesbrough, 12 in St. Helens, 1°3 in Derby, 
15 in Oldham, 1:9 in South Shields, 2:0 in Great Yarmouth, and 2-4 in 
Hanley. One death from small-pox was registered in Bolton, 1 in Preston, 
and 1 in Bradford, but none in any other of the seventy-six towns. 


LONDON.* 


In LONDON 2320 BIRTHS and 1868 DEATHS were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population, the births were 300 and the deaths 20 above 
the average numbers in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
The annual death-rate per 1000 from all causes, which had been 18:1, 
19-0, and 17°6 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 21‘0. During 
the four weeks ended on Saturday last the death-rate averaged 18-9 
per 1000, being 0:4 per 1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1894-1903. 





* The figures for London include deaths of Londoners in the Metropolitan Workhouses, Hospitals, and 
Lunatic Asylums, situated outside the County of London, but exclude deaths of persons not belonging 
to London occurring in the West Ham Temporary Workhouse, in the London Fever Hospital, in 
the Middlesex County Lunatic Asylum at Wandsworth, and in the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
Hospitals within the County of London. As far as practicable, the deaths thus excluded from the 
County of London are, for the purposes of Tables 1 and 6, added to the Outer Ring or to other areas to 
which they belong. The figures relating to the seventy-five other great towns have been similarly

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The 1868 deaths included 44 from measles, 15 from scarlet fever, 17 from 
diphtheria, 25 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 15 from 
diarrhoea, but not one death from small-pox, from typhus, or from ill- 
defined pyrexia; thus, 124 deaths were referred to these diseases in the 
aggregate, being 60 below the corrected average weekly number. 

The deaths from measles, which had been 22, 32, and 26 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 44, but were 20 below the corrected average ; 
6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hackney, 6 to Finsbury, 5 to Islington, 
5 to Poplar, 4 to Battersea, and 4 to Wandsworth. The deaths from scarlet 
Sever, which had been 9, 6, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 15, and were 2 above the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged 
to Bermondsey. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 23,12, and 13 
in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 17, but were 25 below the 
corrected average; 3 deaths belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 19, 20, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 25, but were 7 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged 
to Southwark and 3 to Camberwell. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which 
had been 11, 4, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 8 last week, and 
were 9 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea, which had 
been 16, 16, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 15, the 
corrected average being 13; 3 deaths belonged to Camberwell. Of the 15 
deaths from diarrhoea, 13 were those of children under 5 years of age; the 
term gastro-enteritis was used to denote the causes of 2 more deaths at this 
age. The deaths attributed directly to influenza numbered 23, having been 
30, 45, and 40 in the preceding three weeks. The death ofa physician, aged 
65 years, was certified as due to cardiac dilatation (after plague). 

Different forms of violence caused 76 deaths, concerning all of which 
inquests were held. Of these 76 deaths, 7 were cases of suicide, and 1 of 
homicide, while the remaining 68 were attributed to accident or negligence. 
Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 9 to burns 
and scalds, 4 to drowning, and 26 (of infants under one year of age) to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from the 
London Fever Hospital there were 17 cases of small-pox, 2386 of scarlet 
fever, 807 of diphtheria, and 159 of enteric fever under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in jthe preceding three weeks, were as follows :—Of 
small-pox, 5 cases, against 1, 2, and 9; of scarlet fever, 201 cases, against 
263, 242, and 242; of diphtheria, 111 cases, against 96, 89, and 105; and of 
enteric fever, 14 cases, against 20, 34, and 20. Table 10, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were notified 
in the County during the week ended December 24th. 


GREATER LONDON. 


In Greater London 3447 births and 2608 deaths were registered. Allowing 
for increase of population these numbers are 491 and 62 above the 
respective averages in the corresponding weeks of the previous ten years. 
In that portion of the Outer Ring which is outside the great towns, 6 deaths 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 15 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from “ fever,” and 2 from diarrhoea were registered. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 30:02 inches, and that of 
the Thermometer 41°°6, the latter being 3°'1 above the week’s average in the 50 years 1841-90 
The direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of the air being 6 per 
cent. above the week’s average in the 16 years 1860-75. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 7:0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°09 inch, i
